SCARCITY OF ARMS

Reports From Tampa Say That the Volunteers Are 
Not Properly Fitted Out.

TAMPA, Fla., May 21.—There is a strong undercurrent of feeling in army cir- 
cles here that the department is not properly fitting out the volunteers. It was 
reported last night that a regiment of volunteers was en route here with not a weapon 
in the regiment. There are no arms here to furnish them. 

Some time ago the Government issued fo the Florida Home Guards 1000 stands 
of Springfield guns and 100 rounds of ammunition. A few days ago one of the 
State officers received a telegram from here, asking that these arms be turned over 
to the military at this point. He replied declining, stating that these arms had been 
Issued to the State for their home guards and not for other purposes. 

“Please waive your rights and send us the arms. Will account to the depart- 
ment for them, giving you credit,” was the urgent reply from the Tampa office, “we 
need them_badly and hope you can send them.” 

“We are not in the waiving business at present,” 
State officer. The State Guards retain their arms.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Associated Press correspondent at Cape Haytien, Hayti, cabled 


this evening: 

CAPE HAYTIEN, May 2I.—Passengers arriving here to-day from 
Port de Paix report a battle off Mole St. Nicholas in which twelve Spanish 
ships were sunk and two American shi ips disabled. Not confirmed. 

It is reported here from a vague source that cannonading was heard! 
off the Mole to the northward yesterday, ceasing at nightfall, and that 
the firing was renewed early to-day and continued until noon. 


The report of a battle near Mole St. Nicholas is’received by navy officials with credence. It is 
known that Rear Admiral Sampson is in that vicinity and the Cape Verde fleet is not far away. 
Secretary Long predicted to-day that a fight would take place in 24 hours. Navy officials do not ex- 


pect anything official before to-morrow morning. 
__Mole § St. Nicholas is on the northwest coast of Hayti, separated from Cuba by the Windward 


passage. Port de Paix is 35 miles from the Mole. 


CERVERA CANNOT ESCAPE THE AMERICAN SQUADRONS. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 21.—Ifa battle between the American and Spanish fleets has not already 


taken place, it will surely be not long delayed. 

Rear Admiral Sampson has cabled Secretary Long that he was on the way to Santiago, and 
would arrive there to-morrow. Secretary Long expects a battle certainly by to-morrow afternoon. 

In the event that Admiral Cervera sails out of Santiago before the arrival of Admiral Sampson, 
the sea scouts will watch his course and report it to the Admiral. Should the fleet proceed westerly 
Admiral Sampson will follow closely on its heels. 

Admiral Cervera cannot sail far to the West without encountering Commodore Schley with 
the Flying Squadron. 

No matter what direction Cervera may take, he will either meet Admiral Sampson or Commo- 
dore Schley. 

It looks now as if the Cape Verde fleet was cornered in its own trap, Commodore Schley was 
to-day west of Havana, sailing down the coast of Cuba. He will not permit the Spanish fleet to en- 


ter another Cuban port. 
It is believed that Admiral Cervera, if he gets out of Santiago, will either try to make Cienfue- 


gos or Havana. 

Admiral Sampson has with him one protected cruiser, two, if not three, battleships and a num- 
ber of smaller ships with rapid firing guns, which will be used to destroy the torpedo boat destroy- 
ers in the Cape Verde fleet. 

Commodore Schley has in his squadron two battleships, the cruiser Brooklyn and a number of 
protected cruisers, which will play their six-inch rapid-firing guns on the enemy’s torpedo boats. 

Naval officials are indignant over the stories printed that Admiral Sampson was ordered to 
bring all his squadron back to Key West and leave the Cape Verde fleet to pursue its own course. 
‘Ile, it is alleged, is in the W indward Passage, and his ships have been stationed there to prevent 


the Cape Verde fleet coming North. } 


SPANISH GOVERNMENT SILENT AS TO THE FLEET. 


MADRID, May 21.—The information received here as to the whereabouts of the Spanish Cape 
Verde squadron is contradictory. The’Government maintains absolute secrecy on the subject. But 
‘t is officially declared that if the Americans cut the Cuban cable the Spaniards will retaliate by 
cutting the Galveston cable, so as to interrupt Southern Pacific communication. 


THE UNITED STATES FORCES ON LAND AND SEA. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—Admiral Sampson now has under his command in Cuban waters 
60 war ships, including 5 battleships, 2 armored cruisers, 10 protected cruisers, 8 torpedo vessels, 
18 gunboats and 17 armored auxiliary cruisers.

Te EYES UF THe FLEET 
ARE THE SCOUT SHIPS. 
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Performed by the Swift Auxiliary 
Cruisers of the United States 
War Squadrons.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Aside from act- 
ual fighting, the most important duty per- 


formed by the ships of the navy during thia 


war is performed by Uncle Sam’s fleet of 
scout ships. The ocean scouts are the eyes 
of the main fleet of battleships. 

Speed is the chief requisite of the wartime 
naval scouts. The fleetest ships of the 
navy, including cruisers, converted yachts 
and ocean liners, are employed, their speed 
ranging from 19 to 24 knots, 

Among the ships now regularly used as 
scou''s are the three swiftest cruisers in the 
world—the Columbia, 23 knots; Minneapolis, 
23% knots, and Montgomery, 19% knots. 
These vessels are armored, and able to 
give an excellent account of themselves in 
battle. | 

Other scouts are the converted American 
Liners Harvard, Yale; St. Paul and St, 
Louis, each with a speed of 23 or 2 knots; 
the San Francisco, Yankee, Prairie, Dixie, 


Yosemite, ResoTuté and the converted 
yacht Mayflower. 

The chief duty of these vessels fs to scour 
the sea in search of the enemy’s ships. 
They are in little danger of being capt- 
ured for their speed is so much greater 
than that of any of the Spaniards that 
they can run away if pursued and quickly 
rejoin the fleets from which they have 
been dispatched, 

The scouts as a rule generally go about 
the ocean alone. During the past two 
weeks [t has been of the utmost importance 
to know the point for which the Spanish 
Cape Verde fleet was heading and to keep 
Admiral Sampson informed from day to 
day of the approximate location of the 
Spaniards. To do this was the duty of 
the scouts. . 

Most of the time during the past tavo 
weeks the North Atlantic and the Flying 
Squadrons have been from 300 to 500 miles 
apart. In case of threatened danger it 
would take from 24 to 36 hours for either 
squadron to join the other at an average 
speed of 15 knots. The swift scouts from 
either fleet could give notice to the other 
in at least a third less time. 

When a fleet is cruising the scouts are 
used on the flanks and in advance to guard 
against any surprises by the enemy, just as 
the cavalry is used on land. If a hostile 
fleet is to be located for purposes of attack, 
or a friendly fleet in order to effect a con- 
junction, the scouts are dispatched to find 


it. 

An illustration will serve to show the ef- 
fecfiveness of a fleet of scout boats. The 
Spanish squadron, under the command of 
Admiral Cervera, was reported at Curacao 
Island, whither it had gone directly from 
Martiniaue. 

It was of the utmost Importance for Ad- 
miral Sampson to locate that fleet. He 
had but two or three scouts to spare for 
the work. For sake of illustration we will 
suppose that he had been able to dis- 
patch a fleet of six scouts in search of the 
Spaniards. 

After leaving Curacao there were but four 
probable courses for Admiral Cervera to 
take. He might have turned In his tracks 
and started back to Martinique, 500 miles; 
he might hav started due north for San 
Juan, Porto Rieo, 500 miles; he might have 
eniled for Havana by way of the Windward

Passage, 1250 miles: or he might have at- 
tempted to reach C'tenfuegos, 1000 miles. 

The courses to these probable destina- 
tions of the Spanish fleet diverge from Cur- 
acao like the ribs of an open fan. Taking 
Martinique for one extreme of the fan, 
Jamaica for the other and Porto Rico for 
the middle of its top, the ribs of the fan 
would be about 500 miles long, and Lie en- 
tirely within the Caribbean Sea. There 
would be very little difference for the first 
400 miles ‘between the course to Havana and 
to Cienfuegos. 

The surest way for scouts to locate the 
fleet would be to cover this entire area. 
At the time the fleet was reported at 
Curacao Sampson was off Porto Rico. To 
locate the Spaniards the fleet of six scouts 
would probably split in half in Mona Pas- 
sage, between Porto Rico and Santa Do- 
mingo, the first division going slowly due 
south to intercept the Spanish fleet if it 
made for San Juan, and the second divi- 
sion steaming rapidiy westward to locate 
the enemy's fleet if it were going to Ha- 
vana or to Clenfuegos.

If the southbound division had found the 
enemy moving towards San Juan it would 
I'kewise have disvatched boats to Samp- 
sou. If neither divis'‘on had run acress the 
Sraniards all six secuts might then esearch 
for the enemy on the Martinique route, or 
a portion might go in that direction and the 
rest continue scouring other portiuns of the 
Caribbean Sea, with a new meeting point 
ugreed on. 

An equally Important duty for scouts to 
perform is to effect a conjunction between 
separated squadroms at times of danger 
to either, or when the full strength of 
both is needed to make an attack on an 
enemy. Suppose the scouts in the Ca- 
ribbean Sea had informed Sampson of the 
approach of a more formidable Spanish 
fleet than it would be safe for them to 
fight. To call Commodore Schley to his 
aid would be his move. To do this scouts 
must be employed. 

He could not be certain of the exact loca- 
tion of Schley’s squadron. It might still 
be off Havana; it might be coming towards 
him; it might be cruising sorthward or 
northeastward from Havana. He would not 
dare take chances on missing it, so it 
would be wise to dispatch scouts In every 
direction between his position and the 
United States coast, from due north to a 
direct line between his position and Ha- 
vana. Here the range of pessibilities would 
take the form of a half-opened fan. 

There being no formidable Spanish vessels 
north of Cuba, the scouts could safely 
travel singly. With the Spanish squadron 
steering for Havana, it would be safe for 
Sampson's squadron to move slowly, at a 
designated rate of seven knots or so, in 
that direction.

AROUSES’ GERMANY. 
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Newsapen Have Varios Views, But the Off | 
Idea Is That England Is Weary of Isolation. a 


BERLIN, May 21.—Public attention in 
this country has been temporarily divert-, 
ed from the war between Spain and the 
United States to the significant speech 
recently made at Birmingham by Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies. The bulk of opinion since 
the text of the speech has been available 
corresponds to the utterance of Prince 
Bismarck on the subject telegraphed to 
the Associated Press Wednesday last, 
when the former Chancellor was quoted 
as saying: 

“The importance thereof depends upon 
whether Mr. Chamberlain’s private ¢ >in- 
lons are those of the British Govegiment, 
Closer Anglo-American relations are 
doubtless feasible, but an alliance ig im- 
probable and unserviceable to both. Ger- 
many’s duty, plainly. is to maintain her 
interests by carefully nursing the good 
neighborship of the European nations.” 

Serious diplomats say they do not be- 
lieve that an Anglo-American alliance is 
feasible, except, possibly, for purely pacific 
and defensive purposes. They utterly re- 
pudiate the idea of Germany joining such 
an alliance. 

In an interview given to the correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press Thursday last 
a German statesman, who is in close touch 
er Emperor William and the CaDinet, 
said: 

“That portion of Mr. Chamberlain's 
speech which can be regarded seriously 
shows plainly that England is becoming 
weary and afraid of isélation and is now 
gorry that she missed the opportunity of 
joining the Dreibund, which she declined, 
owing to the alleged impossibility of going 
before Parliament with a regular treaty of 
alllance which might expose England for 

ears to come to all sorts of eventualities. 

t was this which caused the failure of 
the negotiations. The opportunity may 
never recur, for the political configuration 
has been radically altered. As far as Ger- 
many is concerned, it would be impossible 
to induce her to choose England in prefer- 
ence to Russia. To become the outspoken 
champion of British interests would mean 
suicide for Germany, as it would incur the 
lasting enmity of Russia without a tangi- 
ble offset.

A PASSENGER AT HIGH SPEED 
RUNS INTO THE MILITARY TRAIN. 
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Engineer and Fireman Are Placed Under Arrest and a Judicial 
Investigation of the Cause of Disaster 


Is Ordered. 
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CHICKAMAUGA, NATIONAL PARK, Ga., May 21.—A passenger train on 
the Chattanooga, Rome & Southern Railroad which left Chattanooga at 8:40 o’clock 
this morning ran into the third section of the military train conveying the lst Mis- 
souri Yolunteers who arrived jin Chattanooga last night, near Rossville, Ga., killing 
Private George M.- Walker, Company D, and painfully injuring A. Maynard Lane, 
Company M; Howard Brolaski, Company D, and slightly injuring other occupants 
of both trains. | 

It appears that the passenger train had orders to run through to Rossville: and 
the second section of the military train with a portion of the Ist Missouri which 
was expected to run through to Rossville was delayed at a switch about a mile 
from Rossville, on account of the congested condition of the tracks, just beyond a 
wooded curve. , 

: The conductor of the military train sent back 2 flagman to warn the passenger 
train, but the flagman did not go far enough and the passenger train came around 
the curve at the rate of about 20 miles an hour. The engineer did not see the danger 
signal until within a short distance of the military train. , He reversed his engine and 
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GEORGE M, WALKER, JR. 
put on brakes, but did not have time to stop his train, which crashed into the rear 
of the military train. 

The rear car was a palace horse car in which Walker was riding, and it was 
completely demolished. Three of the horses were killed. 

Next was a baggage car in which Brolaski and Lane were stationed. This car 
was badly torn up, but none of the occupants were seriously hurt. The wreck was 
cleared by 1 o'clock and trains were resumed.

HOWARD BROLASKI, Company D, left hip injured. 

ED TARANSBURY, Company A, multiple contusions, not seriously.

Lieutenant Welch, assistant regimental surgeon, took charge of the wounded. 

Frank Hardy, corporal of the Ist Battalion stable detail, was trying to drag Pir- 
vate Walker to the door when a beam crushed «the head of the private, killing him, 
instantly and hurling him through the door. Hardy escaped without a scratch. 

Quartermaster Sergeant Sickmeyer was in the baggage car and was buried by 
the heavy trunks and boxes being thrown on him, but was not seriously injured. 

Dr. G. A. Baxter, surgeon of the Southern Railway was later put in charge of 
the wounded and had then taken to St. Vincent Infirmary of the Catholic Sisters of 
Charity, where all are doing well in pleasant surroundings. 

Engineer Wheeler and Fireman Hanby of the passenger train were arrested by 
Lieutenant Colonel Cavendes and taken under guard to the park., 

They were afterward turned over to the civil authorities. A trial will be had to- 
morrow, a judicial fivestigation having been ordered. 

Gen. Boynton, John Jacob Astor and a number of other officers were on the 
passenger train, but none of them was hurt. Several passengers were bruised, but 
none was seriously injured. ' 

The Ist Missouri after the accident reached the park without further incident, 
and was assigned to camp and placed in the 2d Corps. Other arrivals were the 
Sth Maryland Infantry, 12 companies, 985 men, Col. Dorcey Cole (assigned to the 
8d Corps), and the 2d Nebraska, 12 companies, 1091 men, Col. J. C. Bills.

She had ideas about t he way in which children—particularly 
boys—ought to be brought up, and her ideas were a good many miles away from the 
“Dearest, long-haired, little Lord Fauntleroy”’ school. 

Mrs. Sampson was a devoted mother to all her children. If she was a trifle more 
severe with “Will” than with the others it was because he was the apple of her eye, 
and she did not trust herself to show the affection she felt for her first born. Per- 
haps, with the stern asceticism of her breeding, her race and her time, she wished 
to steel her breast against the sin, as she would have called it, of setting too much 
store by him. So “Will’’—she never called him ‘“‘Billy’’—though others did, had plenty 
of discipline in his bringing up. It was she who impressed upon him the necessity of 
hard study at school; it was she, too, who taught him self-control, and developed in 
him that power of intense concentration which has been such an important factor in 
his success, And if young Sampson’s scho ol days were all work and no play, the good 
mother’s sympathetic appreciation kept him happy. 

lt was Mrs. Sampson who taught her son that hard work, and not luck, mak*s 
success; that drudgery, even with small] talents, would achieve miracles. They were 
not much given to idle talk, this mother and eon; very early in that perfect friend- 
ship that was all in all to both of them, she made him understand that he was to 
make a success in his life, and he bent all i's energies to that purpose, but silently. 

“Will” was a plucky little.chap, even before he donned his first pair of. trousers, 
as the following story told me by Miss H. C. Sampson, his sister, will show: The 
Sampson children were all very fond of going to visit at their uncle’s farm, a couple 
of miles from Palmyra. Willlam, aged 6, and still in*skirts, was paying one of these 
much-desired visits, when he fell to romping with the family dog. The dog resented 
the familiarity, turned on Master William and bit him. Nothing daunted, the future 
naval hero gave battle to the dog, threw him, held him down and bit him on the nose 
till he howled. 

This established Sampson's supremacy as a scrapper, in his own family circle, at 
the age of 6—and he has kept good his recerd. 


SAMPSON’S EARLY CARES. 


Very early itn Hfe did responsibility begin to rest on the shoulders of young Samp- 
son. His father, who came also of the sturdy North Country stock as his mother, 
had ail that he could do to bring up the rapidly increasing family on the scant wages 
of a day laborer. 

That he was a man of more than ordinary thrift and ability was shown by the fact 
that he was able to buy a comfortable house, with some adjoining farm land, which 
has ever since been known as the “Sampson Homestead.” It is occupied by Miss H. 
C, Sampson, the Admiral’s only unmarried sister. 

Young William in all probability helped his father to lay away the nest-egg from 
which this homestead was bought. For every old resident of Palmyra remembers the 
industry with which the boy used to work after school hours and during the long 
summer vacations as a farm hand, and at splitting wood and doing chores of all 
sorts. If he had no part in the actual buying of the property, he was certainly a 
great help to his famlly. 

It was with rough implements that the pure gold of the boy's nature was beaten 
out; but the good mother was always there to soothe away the hurt when stern 
necessity had been hammering harder than usual. 

In speaking of the ideal relationship that had always existed between mother 
and son, Admiral Sampson's sister said to me: “I cannot remember a difference 
that mother and Will ever had.”’ 


Despite his secant leisure, young Sampson found plenty of time for study. He 
was the Brightest boy tn the Union Classical School at Palmyra. Mathematics was 
his special delight and a dog-eared algebra was his first love. See how this first 


love rewarded his devotion—if it had not been for Wiliam Sampson's ability in math- 
ematics he would never have been where he is to-day, he might have been plough- 
ing the land ‘round the old homestead, or he might still have been doing odd jobs 
as a day laborer and banging round the postoffice of evenings waiting to hear the 
latest news about the fight that some other Palmyra man was waging in far-off Cu- 
ban waters, For the Annapolis appointment was only offered to young Sampron 
after it had been refused by two other Palmyra boys. 

But William's mother and William's ability in mathematics. arranged the whole 
matter. Folk about Palmyra have always referred to the combination as fate, 
but fate would not have much show against a Scotch-Irish mother with a brow

Hannah Sampson walked over to her boy, who had need of every bit of his self- 
control to keep from breaking down, and putting her hand on his shoulder, she 
turned to her husband and said: “Let us show the world that we have one son 
who is able to do more than carry a sawbuck.”’ 

That settled it. Next day WilHam began to prepare for Annapolis, 

The ‘teacher who prepared young Sampson for his Annapolis examinations is 
alive and hale at the age of 8. His name is Farmer. When any one begins to 
talk about William Sampson in his presence he wears an ‘‘I-told-you-so’’ expres-

Farmer took a liking to the boy from the first, not only because he was a bright 
scholar, but on account of the lad’s unvarying courtesy. When the good fortune of 
a cadetship turned up he determined to help the boy to pass his examination with 
flying colors. ad 

The time was none too long. Books were sent for, and teacher and pupil bent 
their joint energies to the task. The former had to work as hard ag the latter 
to keep up, for there were some branches in which he felt himself none too profi- 


cient. 
MIDNIGHT OIL BURNED TO SOME PURPOSE. 


Every night young William burned the midnight oil, and the good mother never 
failed to look in and say good-night and listen sympathetically to that which had been 
gained and that which still remained to do, Of course everyone in a small place like 
Palmyra had his eyes riveted on William Sampson's midnight lamp. Their hopes 
were centered in the boy who was going to represent Wayne County in Annapolis. 
Everyone felt a personal interest in the examinations. 

When at last they came off, young Sampson's percentage was higher than that 
of any other applicant. There wasn't a prouder woman in New York State than 
Hannah Sampson; she was more than human if she did not call/her husband's atten- 
tion to the boy's record as a schoiar°’and then point out to him that this was the son 
whom he wanted to keep at home to be a hewer * wood and a drawer of water. 

And so, the pine-knot student of the Northern woods trod on to say good-bye to 
the mother who had been guide, philosopher and friend for 17 years. If, on the 
moment of parting, the brilllant prospect was dimmed by the thought that her boy 
was hers no longer, but now belonged to his country and would soon have to take his 
chance in the fortunes of war, she was not the woman to take the edge off his 
triumph by tears. 

‘Have your picture taken just as soon as you are in your uniform,” was her 
parting injunction, If there were any tears, the rest of the family never saw them. 

No girl waiting for a picture of her @weetheart ever went to the post-office to 
inquire about the looked-for package as often ag this Spartan mother. It came at 
last, the little daguerreotype. 

Perhaps Hanna Sampson was not the proudest woman in the country when she 
saw that picture of her boy in his uniform; she never parted with it to the day of her 
death, when it came into the possession of her daughter, Miss H. C. Sampson. 
“Will was his mother’s first article of faith; from his entrance in Annapolis she 
was certain that he would fill a good page of his country’s history. The bright spots 
in the mother’s life now became the brief vacations that he always spent in Palmyra.

There is a strong family likeness between all the members of the Sampson familly. 
Miss H. C, Sampson, who still lives at the old homestead with a nephew, is a soft- 
ened edition of her brother. The Scotch-Irish thrift, that is characteristic of the en- 
tire family, is not lacking in the Admiral’s sweet-faced sister. For years she has been 
interested in the millinery business, and morning after morming, year in and year 
out, she walks from her comfortable home, about a mile beyond the town, into Pa)- 
myra, and then back again when the business of the day is over. 

Miss Sampson is the type of woman who never could be content without an oc- 
cupation; embroidering doylies and cultivating fads could never fill her life. She 
has much of her brother’s quick dignity and reserve force, and if she has any weak- 
ness worth speaking of it is her devotion to Ralph, the Admiral’s eleven-year-old 
son, who spent miuch of his babyhood in Palmyra. 

During a coufitry walk I had with Miss Sampson she told me many interesting 
things about her mother, who for the last ten years of her life was entirely bed- 
ridden. 

The accident which resulted in this long itnvalidism was due to her indomitable 
pluck. Mrs. Sampson fell and broke her hip, and, as was natural in a woman of 
her singular activity, she was impatient about giving up her active share in the 
household duties. When at Jast she was 4ble to get about, with the aid of a crutch, 
she was a bit resentful of the solicitude of her family. Mrs. Sampson could not bear 
the idea of being considered even temporarily an invalid. She determined to show her 
family that she was as young as ever. q 

AN INVALID FOR LIFE. k 

On the day she undertook to surprise her children by walking down the road un- 
alded it had been raining, and the steps of the porch were wet and slippery. She 
watched for an opportunity and attempted to take her customary walk. The 
crutch slipped on the wet step and she fell and broke \the other hip. That was the 
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But she had the grit or philosophy—whichever you like to call it—to meet this, 
as she had met every other eenergency in life. 

She knew that- her activity was over; what that meant, no one but a 
oughly busy woman can realize. And yet there was no repining. 

Hannak Sampson began to study the questions of the day. No subject was too 
dull or too complicated for her busy brain. Book after book was exhausted, and 
the leading daily papers were read from beginning to end. She thrashed quit one 
subject after another; the family had cis noulty in keeping her supplied witfT litera- 
ture. 

Miss Sampson, fearing that her mother’s eyes would give out, implored her to jet 
her read aloud, but Mrs. Sampson would not hear of such a thing, and to the day 
of her death she kept thoroughly abreast of the times, reading personally all the 
books and papers that came to the hontse. 

During those long ten years Mrs. Sampson's red lettér days were the visits of her 
son, who was verifying all that she had believed of him in the beginning. Promo- 
tions followed in quick succession; it was the hope of her life that she might live to 
see him an Admiral, and though this with was nevér gratified, she had the firm con- 
viction that it would come to pass. : 

Admiral Sampson made it an invariable rule to visit his mother at least once a 
year when he was in the country. Miss Sampson says that the nearest approac’ 
to anything like the blues her mother ever suffered were the daya that followed these 
visits, for the good old lady thought each visit might be the last. 

“I will never see him again,’’ she would say, and all the pluck that had been the 
backbone of the family would disappear. But a few days always found her anticipate 
ing the next visit. ns 

When Capt. Sampson was away on long cruises he always sent his children to see 
grandma, and if that excellent woman ever came near spolling any one it was the 
Captain's first boy, Ralph. 

Mrs. Sampson died six years ago. Her son William was at Mare Island, Cal It 
seems sad that she could not have lived to see him made an Admiral. 


ADMIRAL SAMPSON’S BROTHER. 


Mr. Sampson has a finely cultivated farm that includes the now famous “Mor- 
mon Hill,” about four miles from Palmyra, where Joseph Smith claimed to have dis- 
covered the Mormon bible. 

There is a splendid, sturdy streak about the entire Sampson family that makes 
them successful either as fighters or farmers. George Sampson is a farmer, and he 
is proud of it. I don't believe that he would swap off his blue jeans and his top-boots 
for all the gold-laced uniforms in the world; not that he is not delighted over Will- 
lam’s success, but he chose the peaceful arts, and he is contented with his choice. 

Mr. Sampson was working out In a plowed field back of the house when I made 
my request for information. He has t he Sampson regularity of profile, with 
perhaps a bit more of a twinkle in his eye than the rest of the family. He is 
geniality itself, and doubtless some Irish ancestor had his turn at the Blarney 
stone, which probably accounts for the urbanity that is proof even against a dally 
host of newspaper correspondents. 

William is still George's big brother, Just the same as he was when they fought 
together years ago. Nr, Sampson told me of one altercation the boys had over 
hoeing a fleld that lasted an entire afternoon, The embryo Admiral opened hos- 
tilities by boxing his brother on the ear. Stones and hoes were brought into ac- 
tion, and they kept it up till thelr father came home to supper, and peace was 
deciared for reasons of poiicy. 

George hints at Willlam helping himself to some apples on the Johnson farm, and 
after filling his pockets catching his foot in the crotch of the tree and hanging 
downward unt:] the former came to the rescue and the apples rolled out of his pockets, 

They are much alike in appearance, these two brothers, whose paths lie so tas 
apart. George Sampson told me that he would not live in the finest town in the 
worid if they gave him the best house rent free. “The country is good enough for 
me, and there is no life like a farmer's, after all." 
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Going into the harbor of Santiago is like going into a bottle. 
she bay itself! is virtually a bottle, with the entrance as an 
extremely small neck thereto. 

The coast presents a frowning wall of granite to the Carib- 
bean Sea, extending for many miles east and west of the 
harbor. In. appearance these walls are markedly similar to 
those of the Palisades on the Hudson, They are almost ex- 
actly perpendicular, so much so as to give the impression of 
human handiwork. 

The entrance to the bay is a cleft in the rock, and is in- 
Visible until the sieamer is exactly abeam of it. 

Morro Castle, which guards the entrance to all West Indian 
Spanish ports, ix perched on the right-hand cliff. It was, at 
the Outbreak of hostilities, nothing more than a picturesque 
ruin, and was used as a dungeon for political suspects. At 
that time the guns in placa were of ancient pattern, and 
there is no information that jthese have been replaced by 
modern armament. 

Across the channel and a Iittle further in Castle Socapa, a 
more modern structure, gives more protection against in- 
truders. A thousand feet from Morro and on the same side 
of the channel, back in a little cove, is a strong battery. Still 
further in Santa Catalina Fort points its guns menacingly 
over the channel. Five miles inside the bay and just before 
the city is reached is another battery—Blanca by name— 
which commands the waters immediately in front of the City 
of Santiago. The bay is surrounded by high bluffs covered 
witha shrubbery which makes excellent locations for masked 
batteries, 

The channel in the Bay of Santiago is narrow and would 
Rive the impression that two vessels could not pass without 
danger of collision in this channel, which is between perpen- 
dicular rocks, identical in formation to that of the sea wall. 
The walls on either side are so high that the light is shut out 
even uncer a tropical sun to a degree’ that is like passing 
from daylight to darkness. 

The run, however, is short Into the bay, which ts without 
doubt the most beautiful in the world. It is theatrical in 
shape and studded with tiny islets, where the fishermen live 
and whence the poor people of Santiago derive their chief 
supply of food. it is incredible that any considerable fleet of 
vessels can even ind anchorage in this bay on account of the 
shallow depth and the tortuous ship passage to the City of 
Santiago, at the head of the bay. No merchant ship or regular 
liner can enter this bay without a native pilot, and these 
ships have to proceed with great caution even under such 
guidance. 

The Bay of Santiago is beautiful beyond description, tropical 
forests surrounding it on all sides, perennially green. The City 
of Santiago is gleaming white in the sunshine, but much to 
the contrary on closer inspection. The streets are inde- 
scribably filthy and the same will apply to the inhabitants. 
There is no sewerage system and the offal of all descriptions 
is dumped in the streets, to be consumed or left alone by the 
buzzards, who constitute the scavenger system of the city. 

Ther is but one bathtub in this city of 60,000 inhabitants. 
It is a second-hand bathtub and was imported to Santiago by 
a Consul under President Cleveland. When he left that city 
two years ago he willed his bathtub to his successor.

The city is compactly built. The streets are narrow, the 
houses are of adobe and brick, and every residence is strongly 
fortified. The walls of these houses are on an average of three 
feet in thickness The windows and doors are protected by 
heavy iron gratings, and the entire city looks as though it is 
prepared to resist a siege. Most of these houses were built 
from one to two centuries ago, and were actually fortified for 
protection against bandits and robbers. 

Santiago is next to Havana the richest city on the island, 
There is comparatively little poverty and the millionaires are 
counted by the scores. On the plaza are the cathedral, one of 
the oldest and finest on the western continent, and the opera- 
house. The display of diamonds in either of these most popu- 
lar places of resort will equal that of a first night at the 
Metropolitan Operahouse in New York City. A vast majority 
of the women of Santiago are decidedly dusky in hue. There 
are probably not a dozen full-blooded Spanish women in the 
city. 

Back of the City of Santiago are the mountains, which ex- 
tend almost the entire length of the southern coast. It was in 
these mountains that the insurrection started’and had its 
stronghold, and where the arms and ammunition bequeathed 
to the present insurgents by all preceding insurrectionists 
were stored. These strongholds are absolutely impregnable 
and none of the Spanish commanders has ever attempted to 
penetrate them. 

There are two good coaling depots along the shores of the 
bay—one at Cinco Reales, three miles from the entrance, and 
another directly across from the city. These are not govern- 
ment coal yards, tut are owned by the Juraugua Iron Co., 
which brings the coal from the United States in the steamers 
used in its iron trade. Some coal is brought from Great 
Britain, but only a small percentage of the stock. The iron 
company is controlled by American capital, which also con- 
trols the short lines of railroad running from the city to the 
mines. 

At last accounts the average amount of coal brought into 
these yards yearly from abroad was 13,000 tons. Most of this 
was anthracite ani Cumberland, with a small percentage of 
Welsh, English and Scotch. There are no known facilities for 
docking vessels, but the city has several machine shops 
capable of making ordinary repairs on visiting vessels. 

On the outskirts of the city is what is now a slaughter 
house, where the Virginius crew was shot in 1873. 

The City of Santiago was founded in 1614 by Diego Velaz- 
quez and was incorporated in 1522. For a time it was the 
capital of the island. In 1553 Frenchmen captured the city, 
and the Spaniards were forced to give a ransom of $80,000 for 
its release. 

For a Spanish force to get from Santiago to Havana would 
require a march of 300 miles, mostly through woods and im- 
passable mountain passes full of insurgents. The nearest 
point at which a railroad could be taken in the direction of 
Havana is Cienfuegos or Santa Clara, for the simple reason 
that, with the exception of a couple of lines running from 
sea to sea across the island, the nearest line begins at Cien- 
fuegos, and even this line is dangerous because of the dyna- 
miting campaigns popular with the insurgents and which play 
such havoc with traveling Spanish troops. From Cienfuegos 
it is but a day’s ride to Havana, if the road is unmolested.

Little Rock Alliance Urges Some 
Funeral Reforms. 


Special toa the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., May 21.—The Lit- 
tle Rock Ministers’ Alliance to-day pro- 
mulgated the following reforms relative 
to burials: 

The use of crape, gloves and other un- 
dertakers’ supplies should be dispensed 
with. It is meanin s,,0f pagan origin, 
and costs at least at each funeral. 

The use of carriages should be limited to 
a@ctua] necessities, such as for family and 
pallbearers. 

There should be no costly casket, metal- 
lic or otherwise, especially devised to de- 
fer the decay of the body, exceyt when 
bodies are to be transported by rail. 

This is the day of embaiming, and bodies 
can be kept as long as any real need de- 
mands, if such need exists, 

The custom of public leave-taking of the 
dead should be abolished. Let all fare- 
wells be private, and the casket remain 
closed after the service has commenced. 
Fulsome and indiscriminate eulogies should 
not be practiced or encouraged. It is easier 
to omit than to confine it within right 
limits, 

That, as far as possible, Sunday funerais 
be avoided. 

That punctuality at public funeral serv- 
ices should be insisted upon as much as at 
any other religious service. 

That there should be no exposure of the 

living, with the false idea that it honors 

the dead. To this end, let the gentlemen 

keep their heads covered at the grave. In 

inclement weather let the open air service 

be abbreviated to the utmost limit permit- 
ted by a proper regard for all interested, 

and let the custom of waiting until the 

grave is filled be abandoned and the filling } 
of the grave be supervised by a friend of 

the family.

King’ Island {is about a mile tn length and 
is a mass of basalt rock, which rises per- 

endicularly out of the sea to a height of 
rom 700 to 1000 feet. At the south side this 
is cleft in two by a deep ravine, which is 
filled by a huge, permanent snowbank. High 
up on the west side of the ravine is the 
Village of Oukivak, which consists of about 
forty dwellings, partly hollowed out of the 
cliff and built up outside with stone walls. 
Across the top of these walls are laid large 
driftwood poles; over these are placed hides, 
and over the hides grass and dirt. The 
houses are entered by a tunnel which runs 
along underneath sometimesg’for a distance 
of fifteen feet, and ends under a hole—eigh- 
teen inches in dlameter—in the floor of the 
room above. This is the front door of the 
establishment. The tunnel] is so low that it 
is vo ing ema to stoop and often crawl the 
entire length of it. 

In summer these houses generally become 
too damp to live in. The people then erect 
on top; this is a tent of 
walrus hide, which is stretched over a 
wooden frame and guyed to the rocks by 
ropes to prevent its being blown off into the 
sea. These tents allow of a room about ten 
or fifteen feet square, and are entered by 
means of an oval hole in the hide about 
two feet above the floor. A narrow plat- 
form two feet wide runs along outside of 
the door and leads back to the hill. These 
platforms are often fifteen or twenty feet 


above the winter dwelling, also. 


At the other side of the deep ravine, at 
the base of the cliff, is a huge cavern, into 
which the sea dashes. At the back of this 
is @ large bank of perpetual snow. The 
cave dwellers use this asa storehouse. They 
dig rooms in the snow and store their pro- 
visions, which freeze solid and keep the 
year round, for the temperature in the 
show never rises above zero.

When the City Democratic Convention In- 
dorsed the proposed charter amendments 
last week, the Mayor and his friends glee 
fully exclaimed: ?'That eettles it. We will 
have no opposition, and the $20,000,000 for 
street and sewer improvements are ours 
go sure as July 12 comes and goes.”’ 

All thought of opposition from 
xoters who petitioned for a civil 
amendment as a condition precedent'for the 
expenditure of this vast sum seems to have 
vanished from the minds of ita advocates 
when the Democrats fell into ine. That is 
@ question yet to be tested. 

It is safe to si1y that not one voter in 1¢ 
will thoroughly understand the amendments 
by the day of election unless schools for 
their explanation are vigorously maintained 
in every voting precinct and the voters can 
be induced to attend them. 

The man who understands most about the 
amendments along with ex-City Counsel- 
or Marshall, who supervised their construc- 
tion, is President McMath of the Board of 
Public Improvements. He has made an ab- 

of the amendments, submitted it to 
Mayor, and it is to be published In 
pamphlet form for the edification of voters.

President McMath in his abstract states 
the primary fact that if these amendments 
are defeated no others can be submitted to 
popular vote before 1900. There are four 
amendments: on which Mr. McMath com- 
ments in part as follows: 

“The only department, known under the 
present charter, directly affected by this 
amendment is that of the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements, and the 
amendment is recomended by the incumbent 
of that office. The amendment changes the 
present Charter provision 4 relieving the 
president of the charge of al the public im- 
provements not specially provided for in 
this article.” > 

‘Tie should devote his entire time to the 

genera] duties incident to and re 
to his office as President of the board, 
which studies and provides for the com- 
ing as well as present wants of the city 
in the way of improvements. To be in 
charge and responsible for detail work in 
repair and alteration, as well as the con- 
etruction of buildings, as at present, is 
not the appropriate work of the President 
’ the Board of Public Improvements. 
“A logical sequence to this change would 
be the creation by charter of the office of 
liulldine Commissioner’ and makin that 
commissioner a member of the wore 

‘The President is relieved from the bur- 
den of signing all special tax bills, and 
incidentally the Comptroller is relieved 
from countersigning cher. 

“This creates the office of Assessor of 
Special Taxes at $2500 a year and an as- 
sistant at $1800, 

“Amendment No. 2 is in regard to the 
assessment of lands for genera] taxation. 

“This amentment strikes out Section 22 
of said Article V and does away with the 
provision that lands in the city not ‘laid 
off into blocks or lots shall not be assessed 
or taxed otherwise than by the acre as 
agricultural lands, and shall continue to be 
80 assessed and taxed until laid off intol 
blocks or lots by the owners thereof re- 
spectively.’ 

“If there be no value to lands in the 
eilty except for agricultural purposes they 
will be valued for general taxation accord- 

ngly under the amendment, but if the 
ands have a value as city property dis- 
tinct from their fitness for cultivation, then 
‘cognizance will be taken of that fact. Thea 
distinction now made by Section 22 is not 
needed to protect the holder of grounds 
near the borders of the city which cannot 
be used for other purpose than cultivation 
and should not be allowed to remain as a 
shield to speculative owners against being 
compelled to pay at the rate other prop- 
erty pays. 

Section 8 relates’ to the improvement of 
treets. The preliminary proceedings for 
mprovements of streets and alleys are radi- 
cally changed. The Board of Public Im- 
rrevements is to hold a public meeting aef- 
er two weeks advertisement, at which they 
will consider the improvement with mate- 
Tials named and in @ manner submitted 
with estimates for two or more kinds of 
material or manner of construction. 

“At the meeting the board must exhibit a 
plan showing the extent o improvement 
yroposed and the boundaries of the district 
yenefited by the Improvement, The extent 
of the improvement may be diminished and 
the benefited district may be lessened in 
length and width by action taken at the 
mecting: This gives Interested parties an 
4 igpdeimowe to express their opinions as to 
the proposed improvements at the meeting 
and after the board has given form to the 
projected improvemert by fixing its extent 
and the boundaries of the proposed district 
the property owners then have 15 days given 
to consider the matter and may remon- 
strate against the improvement albawather 
against the material or manner thereof. or 
against the boundaries of the proposed dis. 
trict. Or the property owners may, by pe- 
tition, express théir choice between the al- 
ternative materials or manners of construc- 
tion proposed 

“The Board of Public Improvements will 
then elther diamiss the matter from fur- 
ther consideration, postpore action or pre- 
pare and report to the Municipa! Assemble 
an ordinance authorizing the |mprovement 

“All ordinances for etreet and allew tm- 
provements shall prov de that the materia} 
and work must be guaranteed and kapt in 
repair by the contradmtor for a term of 
years, #epecified in the®ordinance. Under 
thfs provision the property owner will be 
protected against reconstruction at the ex- 
pense of his property for the guarantee 
term and the repair term during which the 
city-must pay for all repairs. 

“The cost of street {mprovements ia to be 
divided tnto four parte, of which one ia to 
he assersed upon the abutting or adjoining 
Property in proportion to frontage upon the 
improvement The remaintnge three-fourths 
ee to be Asseesed upon al! of the property itn 
the benefited Atatritet, each lot paving the 
proportion which fte area beara to the to- 
tal aren of all iota tn the A@tetrict.

WHAT CONSTITUTES A RATION. 


¢ 
The Soldier’s Bill of Fare Is More 
Varied Than Is Generally 
Supposed. 


When Capt. Duval of the local Commie- 
sary department opened his mail Saturday 
morning, one letter caused him to smile 
broadly. 

Across the top of the sheet were several 
two cent stamps, and the writer begged 
the favor of a few ‘‘Remember the Maine” 
hard-tack crackers as souvenirs. 

“I'll turn that over to Dozier,” said 
Captain Duval. ‘‘He has more time than ] 
have. I bet he’s tired of sending crackers 
to souvenir collectors, The first man who 
wrote for them got a box.’”’ 

Capt. Duval is the center of interest to 
all] kinds of tradesmen in St. Louis. They 
flock around him at all hours of the day, 
anxious to sell him something for the army 
to eat or use. 

He estimates that he has purchased 4,000,- 
rations in St. Louts since the war 
opened, That represents an expenditure of 
about $800,000, 

These figures show what a good thing the 
war is to dealers in commodities that the 
army needs. 

Some queer things are purchased for the 
urmy. Lime juice is one of them. It is 
for the health of troops in the South. Only 

week 100 bottles of it were purchased 
Louis. 


Duval has a list of all the articles 
It con-

that are purchasable for. the army. 
tains some peculiar items. Among them 
are canned apricots and apples, butter, 
chocolate, oatmeal, oysters, pigs’ feet, sar- 
dines, mock turtle soup, jams and jellies, 
olives, pickles of all kinds, cigars and to- 
bacco. 

lt is supposed that 
tioned are intended for 
and hospital use. 

Probably few people know what the word 
ration actually means. They have a vague 
idea that it méans food for soldiers, but just 
how much food and how long it is expected 
to last are not so well known. 

A ration consists of a good many things. 
When a Post-Dispatch reporter asked Capt. 
Duval for a definition he picked up a thin 
red book and opening it said: 

“See for yourself.” 

The book contains lists of articles consti- 
tuting a ration, wiih the weight of each. for 
from one-up to 100,000 men. 

A ration is a soldier's food for one day. 
and its ingredients differ, leaving a wide 
range. for choice. 

For instance one ration may consist of a 
pound and four ounces of fregh beef during 
seven days or 12 ounces of bacon during 
three-days—thus does Uncle Sam vary the 
meat allowance—one pound two ounces of 
flour or one pound two ounces of soft bread, 
or one pound of hard bread, or one pound 
four ounces of cornmeal; if flour is used, 
sixteen-twenty-fifths ounces of baking pow- 
der are allowed; two and two-fifths ounces 
of beuns, or two and two-fifths ounces of 
peas, or one and three-fifths ounces of rke, 
er one and three-fifths ounces of hominy; 
one pound of potatoes, or twelve and four- 
fifths ounces of potatoes and three and one- 
fifth ounces of onions, or eleven and one- 
fifth ounces of potatoes and four and four- 
fifths ounces of either canned tomatoes, 
canned beets or any other canned vegetable: 
one and three-fifth ounces of green coffee 
or one and seven-twenty-fifths ounces of 
roasted coffee, or three-twenty-fifths ounces 
of tea; two and two-fifths ounces of sugar, 
or sixteen-twenty-fifths gills of molasses, or 
sixteen-twenty-fifths gills of syrup; eight- 
twenty-fifths gills of vinegar, sixteen-twen- 
ty-fifths ounces of salt, one-twenty-fifth 
ounce of black pepper, sixteen-twenty-fifths 
ounces of soap and six-twenty-fifths ounces 
of candles. 

This ration is for a soldier in the field. 
The traveling ration differs from it. 

Whey the soldier ts traveling his -ration 
may consist of 12 ounces of canned corn 
beef; 1 pound 2 ounces of soft bread or 1 
pound of hard bread; 1-3 can of baked beans 
and after he has traveled continuously four 
days, canned tomatoes in the same propor- 
tion; ] 7-26 ounces of roasted coffee and 2 2- 
ounces of sugar. 

It will be seen that after all the soldier is 
not so badly fed and that the food is suf- 
ficiently varied to keep his appetite in good 
working’ order.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Spain has received recently startling and disquiet- 
ing news from America—certainly startling to Americans. ‘'E] Tiempo of Madrid re- 
cently printed this dispatch from its Havana correspondent: “Word has just been 
received here that the Indians are rising against the Yankees in Illinois, Ohio and 
other places. The farmers are petitioning the Government to protect them from 
the blood-thirsty savages, who are burning houses and killing on every side. Troops 
are asked for at Colorado in the State of Denver and at St. Louis (San Luis), in 
Missippa. | 

“News is brought to us that Buffalo Bill, a notorious outlaw and leader of a 
band of half breeds, has risen against the American Government and is burning 
towns near his birthplace in New York.” 


El Heraldo, one of the most widely read papers in Spain recently printed the 
following: 

“All the troops of the Yankees are in the far Western part of the country, many 
thousand miles from the Atlantic coast. There are only a few thousand men all 
told, and they are ill paid and ill fed, and not willing to fight. To utilize this force 
it will be necessary to bring it to the Eastern seaboard. There is but one railway by 
which it can be transported, and that is an old and poorly constructed affair. At 
one place this railroad passes over Niagara Falls, a cataract 1000 feet high, near 
Labrador. At last accounts the bridge at this place was in a very dangerous con- 
dition. It need surprise no one to hear that some agency had made it still more so.” 


A still more appalling disclosure which appeared in the columns of the Impar- 
cial, another of Madrid’s ablest journals, on April 2, is as follows: 

“It is a fact well known to all European statesmen that only by means of armed 
forces stationed in the late Confederate States has the Washington Government been 
able to preserve the semblance of peace. Even now the new General of the Con- 
federacy is but waiting for the word to revolt. When war is declared Gen. Lee, 
who has been Consul-General at Havana, and who was kicked out of Cuba by 
Governor-General Blanco, will raise the standard of revolt and the old Southern 
Confederacy. This Lee is the same Lee who was General-in-Chief of the civil war 
in 1850 to 1855, and whose surrender to Gen. Lincoln in the last named year broke 
the revolution. His acts at Havana were for the purpose of plunging the Govern- 
ment into war. with the Kingdom of Spain, at which time he and his fellows could 
rise against Senor Mackindley.” 


El Pais, another newspaper published in Madrid, recently assured its readers 
that Spain would certainly come out of the war victorious, because of the wretched 
condition of America, which is described in this way: 

“The country is not fit to live in. The climate is execrable. When it is not 
sleeting or snowing the heat is almost unbearable. Avalanchés are frequent at all 
times, and these threaten the principal cities. As for the people, besides the few 
whites engaged in business along the Eastern shore, the remainder of the country 
is one vast plain, covered with Indians called cowboys, and great herds of roaming 
cattle.” 

Again, El Diario, of Madrid, gravely informs its readers that ‘“‘The. Yankee 
President Magginly is a naturalized Chinaman, who was born in Canton.” While 
Weyler boasts that with 50,000 soldiers landed on American shores he “could in one 
week’s time march from Boston to San Francisco,” and Gen. Correa, late Minister 
of War, wants to know, “What is to hinder us from taking our army to the United 
States some night and investing the capitol at Washington the next day.”

NEW YORK, May 21.—Refugees arriving 
here from Porto Rico tell interesting 
atories of the bombarding of San Juan. 
According to one of them the American 
gunnery was amazingly perfect. 
one mighty shot sent a shell into the 
~ mouth of a Spanish cannon, where it ex- 
ploded. 

These refugees came on the New York 
and Porto Rico Steamship Co.'s mail 
steamship Arkadia. Capt. Lioyd, the com- 
mander, says that he and the ship's stew- 
ard were the only ones who went ashore 
during the steamer's three hours’ stay at 
the bombarded port.

These figures show that the railways included in the report 
have paid their stockholders at the rate of $318 per mile. On 
a cqapstruction cost of $15,000 per mile this represents but a 
little over 2 per cent of earnings for stock. If the millions of 
water were squeezed out, however, the showing would be 
very different. The fact that railways eontinue to be built 
and eagerly sought as investments proves once more that 
official figures do not always tell the whole truth.

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A TRUE TRAGEDY. 


There is something especially pathetic about the death of 
the young men of the Ist Missouri Regiment, who lost their 
lives in a railroad wreck. 

They held their lives as pawns to be given up in their 
country’s service, hut were not permitted to make the sacri- 
fice in soldier fashion. Instead of dying on the battle field 
where they might have shown the quality of heroes, they 
met an obscure, untimely and unromantic death without any 
of the circumstances of war to redeem their fate. It is the 
sarcasm of destiiiy which is careless of the individual and his 
fortunes. 

Nevertheless these men died serving their country. Their 
end was the more tragic because it was most different from 
what was expected and desired. Their hope was disappointed, 
but their memory should be as dear to their country as if 
they had fallen at the hand of the enemy. Death in pur- 
suance of duty is always honorable and doubtless is appro- 
priately rewarded in the realm of infinite justice where the 
inner purpose, rather than external fact, is the object of judg- 
ment.

One feels almost the need of apology in 
making such.a statement at the present 
day, when every fin-de-siecle married 
couple feels obliged to plead separate voca- 
tions and avocations. There were no pre- 
tensions, fin-de-siecle or otherwise, about 
the married life of the Gladstones. From 
the day that ‘‘beautiful Catherine Glynne”’ 
dined at Lord Melbourne’s and allowed her 
eyes to rest with favor on the handsome 
young stranger at the other end of the 
table to the present day their life was 
absolutely free of strains. 

At the time of the Melbourne dinner 
Catherine Glynne and her sister had-the 
reputation of being the two prettiest girls 
in England. 


THE BEAUTIFUL GLYNNES. 


Catherine had brains as well as beauty. 
She threatened to be a power three score 
years ago, before the advent of the brainy 
woman was even hinted at. 

Perhaps she was asking herself what she 
would do with her. life, when the clear, 
resonant voice of young William Ewart 
Gladstone—holding forth with wonderful 
eloquence on some political subject of the 
day—broke in on her maiden revery. 

At all events, the voice and the elo- 
quence interested ‘‘the prettiest girl in En- 
gland,’’ who, we may believe, had heard her 
full share of voices and her full share of 
eloquence, for she was a great belle in those 
days. Turning to the guest beside her at 
the dinner table she asked, ‘‘Who is the 
young man who was talking so eloquent- 
ly ?°’ 

‘That young man will one day be Prime 
Minister of England,’’ was the prophetic 
answer. 

In 1839, just 59 years ago, Catherine 
Glynne’ married the man whose eloquence 
had piqued her curiosity at the Melbourne 
dinner party. On the same day her sister 
married Lord Lyttleton, and the world of 
fashion was treated to the extraordinary 
sight of two professional beauties settling 
down into two ideal wives, whose names 
have become household words throughout 
England. 

HAND IN HAND THRO’ LIFE. 


If ever there has been a couple who went 
through life hand in hand it has been Mr. 
and Mrs. Gladstone. No man ever had\a 
more devoted wife. From the day of their 
marriage she was all in all to the grand 
old man who refused honor after honcr, 
title after title, and who, after years of 
public service in which governmental se- 
crets might have been made to reailze 
millions, died with scarce the price of cold 
Charon’s ferriage. 

During the Victorian era there have been 
women in England who have cut their 
names deep on: the walls of the Temple of 
Fame; but not one of them has filled the 
trome-niche or. made. her influence as a 
woman as deeply and strongly felt as Mrs. 
Gladstone, . 

She has done no great things, according 
to the world’s reckoning; she has inspired 
no movements; she has introduced no re- 
forms, won no victories; she has been 
neither politician nor orator; she has writ- 
ten no brilliant, startling book; she has not 
even been a brilliant society woman—and 


cleverest women living. But she preferred 
to sink her individuality, and be nothing 
more to the ‘world than the helpful wife 
of a statesman. She united with the ten- 
derness of a wife the watchfil care of a 
mother; no man was ever spared the petty 
annoyances, the small cares, the bores, the 
wearing details of life as William E. Glad- 
stone. She superintended with jealous eye 
the preparation of every morsel that he 
ate: she watched over his slumbers as ten- 
derly as if he had been a babe; she at- 
tended for years, personally, to the enor- 
mous mass of correspondence. She spared 
him every unnecessary interview by see- 
ing the callers and making herself so agree- 
able that they would leave satisfied, with- 
out having taken the time and wasted the 
energy of the Grand Old Man. 


IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

For years Mrs. Gladstone was a familiar 
figure in the House of Commons. She al- 
ways occupied the same seat in the ladies’ 
gallery, and Gladstone never rose to make 
a speech without first letting his eyes wan- 
der to the place where she sat, to receive 
the smile of sympathy and encourage- 
ment. 

Of course every one in the House knew 
all about the little Gladstone comedy. Mrs. 
Gladstone would study her husband as the 
progressed, his face, his gestures 
and his attitude, and when she came to the 
conclusion that he had fatigued himself it 
made no difference whether the speech was 
finished or not, up would go her: warning 
finger. Frequently the Grand Old Man 
would recognize the warning and stop, but 
if he wanted to make another point he 
would disregard the finger and keep right 
on. 

Soon Mrs, Gladstone would get almost 
beside herself with apprehension. Again 
and again went up the finger and the entire 
House, knowing all about this little bit of 
Darby and Joan-by-play, would have much 
ado to contain its smiles, 

At last Mrs. Gladstone could stand it no 
longer, and, leaving the ladies’ gallery, she 
would send messengers from the lobby to 
her husband.

PROUD OF HIS WIFE. 


The Grand Old Man was proud of his 
wife's ability as a nurse. He often said: 
“If I had not married Mrs. Gladstone, 
she would have made the best nurse in 
England.” 

It was in 1866 that a eharp epidemic of 
cholera reached England and the East End 
of London was severely attacked. Mra 
Gladstone led the corps of nurses. Whole 
families were sought together, some to die, 
gome to recover. Parents dying left their 
children behind them, friendless and help- 
less. Mrs. Gladstone carried away many of 
these poor little things literally in her arma, 


LIFE 


They were naked, ‘tor the only clothes they 
possessed had to be buried, but she bought 
and begged clothes and blankets to wrap 
them in and took them to her own house 
or to lodgings she had provided. 

Mrs. Gladstone determined to arrange @ 
convalescent home, where admission could 
be arranged quickly and without cost. She 
called to her aid a committee of influential 
men and women, and in 1868 a freehold prop. | 
erty was bought in Easex, and there the 
good work has been going on ever since. 


NOT A “MANAGING WOMAN.” 
While Mrs. Gladstone has been interested 
in philanthropic work since she was @ child | 
of 12, and, together with her sister, alded 
her mother with the free school work 
among the tenants on their estate, she was 


never one of those women who go in for 
, or gua work to the exclusion of home 
utiles 


How she economized her time and ap- 
parently succeeded in crowding a week's 
work into 244 hours was @ mystery to every 
one who knew her. Mr. Gladstone was, of 
course, always her first consideration, and 
then came the care of that large family 
of boys and girls that blessed this hap- 
piest of homes. She never resigned the care 
of her children even to the most trusted 
nurses, but personally superintended every 
item of their daily life. In addition to this 
she assumed entire charge of Mr. Glad- 
stone's correspondence, and. yet found time 
to be the center of much of the best philan- 
thropical work in England. 

She and Mr. Gladstone together started 
the Newport Market refuge, which is now 
carried on at Westminster with an ine 
dustrial school attached. 

For over a quarter of a century Mra, 
Gladstone, when in London, made it @ 
rule to go down to the London Hospital 
every Monday morning to examine into the 
circumstances of those who applied for ald, 
The clergy of the parishes of all denom- 
inations in and around the London Hos- 
pital have the right to send their sick 
poor witha nete of recommendation. 

Often and often Mrs. Gladstone has 
turned the tide in favor of her husband 
at political meetings. The following little 
story is just an isolated instance: 

It was in 1876 that Mr. Gladstone was 
delivering an open air speech at Black 
Heath. At this time he was exceedingly 

unpopular with the masses of his country- 
men. The crowd .that gathered at Black 
Heath was most unfriendly, and not even 
the presence of Mrs. Gladstone, who sat 
by her husband’s side, was sufficient 
to secure for him decent treatment from 
the audience, which hooted and reviled him 
so that it was impossible to hear a word 
of what he was saying. 


Suddenly the clouds, which until then had 
obscured the sky, cleared off, and the rays 
of the summer sun began beating down on 
the gray head of the speaker. Quietly Mrs. 
Gladstone, who has the sweetest, most 
motherly face that it is possible to conceive, 
stood up, and opening a very domestic-look- 
ing umbrella of the Gamp species, held it 
over him so as to protect him from the sun, 

The spectacle which the old couple pre- 
sented standing there together was so 
touching and appealed so thoroughly to the 
good feelings of the crowd, that’ when a 
burly costermonger, who had been loudest 
in his cat-calls, suddenly shouted out: 
“Three cheers for the Grand Old Woman,” 
the tide turned and from that moment the 
crowd was with the speaker, won over by 
the picture of wifely devotion and tender- 
ness presented in the “‘hustings. 

With the exception of the Queen, Mrs. 
Gladstone ia thé most popular woman with 
the masses in England. And like her 
sovereign, she is proverbially a bad dresser. 
This is an unusual trait ina famous beauty. 
But as she has so often. said, she is so 
busy looking after Mr. Gladstone that she 
has had no time to give to clothes. 


Time has not dealt unkindly with the 
face of Catherine Glynne, ‘“‘the prettiest 
girl in England.”” Her skin still retains that 
English freshness and her eyes have kept 
much of their old sparkle, the gold-brown 
hair is as white as snow, and worn parted 
under the white lace cap that Mrs. Glad- 
stone always wears; but it is the expres- 
sion that wins ita way to every heart and 
makes friends that remain life-long, for 
Catherine Gladstone has the moet mothe 
erly face tn all England.

In speaking of her devotion one of the 
leading physicians of England sald that by 
her watchful care she had prolonged her 
husband's life 10 years. The part she played 
in helping him to success as a4 statesman 
can never be estimated; it was too deep, teo 
subtle, too all-pervading, to be measured or 
calculated. 

He was always her lover. One of the 
swectest and most touching stories told 
of Mrs. Gladstone is that whenever she 
tipped the railroad guards she always 
gave them “a shilling to buy a photograpa 
of Mr. Gladstone.” 

The dear old lady could never be made 
to understand that the guards could have 
any other use for the shilling.

“THE NICARAGUA CANAL, 


Within the Next Fortnight Congress 
Will Take Decisive Action. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcb. 

‘WASHINGTON, May 21.—One of the most 
important questions of the near future to 
be decided by Congress is whether or not 
the Nicaraguan Canal shall be built by the 
United States Government. 

The bill now pending in the Senate Com- 


mittee on the Canal will be reported within 
the next fortnight. This at least is the in- 
dication to-day.

The understanding at the State Depart- 
ment is that Consul Oscar Ff, Williams, 
the United States representative Ma- 
nila until the recent war began, now 
aboard the flagship Olympia in Manila har- 
bor, having accompanied Dewey from 
Hong Kong, so that advices may come 
from him to the State Department as well 
as from Commodore Dewey to the Navy 


Department. % 
A mail report from Consul Williams 


reached the State Department recently un- 
der date of Manila, Feb. 28 last. It gives 
a full description of the Philippine Islands, 
their resources, growth gf American trade, 
etc., and will be incorporated in the next 
volume issued by the Bureau of Statistics 


of the State Department. 

Mr. Williams’ report says: “Local and 
European authorities estimate the area of 
the Philippine Islands at 160,000 square 
miles and their population at’ 16,000,000. 

“The island af taoe. on which the city 
of Manila is situated, is larger than New 
York and Massachusetts and has a popu- 
lation of 6,000,000. The island of Mindanao 
is nearly, if not quite, as large. There are 
scores of other islands. An*idea of the ex- 
tent of the population of the Philippines 
may be formed when it is stated that the 
six New England States and New York, 
New Jersey, Maryland and Delaware have 
10 per cent fess area and population. 

Mr. Williams states that 22 consulates, 
representing the leading commercial coun- 
tries of the world,’ are established at Ma- 
nila. He adds the surprising statement: 
“The volume of the export trade, coming 
under my official es equals that 
of my 21 consular colleagues combined.” 

He then shows in detail how the trade of 
the Philippines with the United States ex- 
ceeds that of all other countries combined, 
and is growing at a remarkable rate. As 
indicating the extent of this trade, he 
says: “To-day I have authenticated in- 
voices for export to the United States 
amounting to $138,066.’’ 

He eh the exports to this country aver- 
age $1,000,000 a month. he report states 
that. 216,000 bales of hemp were exported 
during the last three months. Of these 
o,792 went to the United States and 78.- 

to Great Britain and other countries. 

r. Williams shows from this that the 
Tnuted Biaies had 64 per cent of the export 
rade from the Philippines, as against 36 
per cent for Great Britain and other coun- 
tries. He says that last year the Increase 
of shipments to the United States was 
183,000 bales and the decrease to Great 
Britain 22,000 bales. He adds: 

“Of increased shipments from the Phil- 
ippines, those to the United Statee were 54 
per cent greater than to all other coun- 
tries combined, 

He also gives details of the large ship- 
ments of sugar, cigars, tobacco, woods, 
hides, shells, indigo and coffee. In the 
item of wages, which is second in im- 

rtance, the. shipments to the Unitea 
tates were & per cént of the total to all 


points, 

In a previous report dated Feb. 10 Mr. 
Williams stated that Manila had “just 
passed rgues a most devastating fire, the 
total loss being $2,500,000. He said the city 
would have been totally destroyed had it 
not been for the splendid service of an 
American fire engine brought from Seneca 
Falis, N. Y. 

In another report Mr. Williams gives the 
railroad and ocean steamship facilities of 
the Philippines. The main railroad from 
Manile is first class, having steel ralis, 
stone culverts and English engines, which 
make 45 miles an hour. There are four 
ne re tay lines to Hong Kong and a 
monthly line from Manila to Liverpool. 

Besides, these direct reports from the 
United States Consul,-the State Department 
aiso has a gasetteer published at Hong Kong

Crop conditions, both in this country and 
Europe, continue to improve, and almost 
all of the news has been decidedly bear- 
ish, but the shorts were given such a 
thorough drubbing during the sensational 


buige that they have been afraid to ven- 


and there has been no 
ressure to sell. As a result, trading has 
see unusually light and prices simply 
fluctuated in sympathy with Chicago quo- 
tations. 

Owing to the fact that a very large per 
cent of the available supply of wheat was 
afloat a fortnight ago, Europe was teim- 
porarily caught with abnormally short sup- 
plies, and in the hurried endeavor of the 
shorts to secure wheat for immediate de- 
livery, the European markets became heav- 
ily overbought. Indian shipments were 
heavy and the arrival of a large part of the 
wheat which had previously figured in the 
afloat. relieved the temporary scarcity and 
caused the foreigners to again pay some at- 
tention to legitimate conditions. The heavy 
shipments from Russia after the claim that 
stocks were exhausted, and the record 
breaking receipts at primary points on this 
side proved conclusively that not only had 
reserve stocks been greatly underestimated, 
but that the new crop was expected to be 
very heavy. 

Argentine continues to ship large quanti- 
ties of wheat in spite of the unfavorable 
conditions and the advices from ‘there are 
that shipments from that country will con- 
tinue heavy for some time to come. The 
North African wheat crop 1s reported to be 
very large and the high prices will insure 
; from there, and indications 
now are that several HMuropean countries 
which were importers during the past sea- 
son will have wheat to export during the 
coming vear. 

Estimates in regard to the growing crop 
in this country are varied, but all agree 
that the crop will be the largest ever pro- 
duced in the United States. 

The late rains in California came in time 
to save a great deal of the wheat that had 
been given up as lost, and news from that 
State has become considerably more en- 
couraging. Some authorities are now 
claiming that the surplus in Washington 
and Oregon will more than make up for 
the deticiency in the California crop, and 
‘hat the wheat production in the Pacific 
Coast States will be fully up to, if nyt 
above, the average, 

In Texas and Oklahoma a bumper yield 
is now practically assured, as harvesting 
has already begun in Southern Texas, and 
the very large acreage in that section will 
insure an immense crop, but estimates are 
so varied that it is kmpossible to form any 
accurate idea of its size. 

The exceptionally fine condition of the 
crop in Kansas and the tremendous acreage 
also insures a record breaking crop in that 
State and some experts are figuring a yield 
of 100,000,000 bushels, but 80,000,000 bushels 
is a conservative estimate. 

The stocks of Wheat in Europe are un- 
doubtedly very light, but in the face of such 
excellent crop prospects buyers are not 
anxious to accumulate stocks beyond what 
is absolutely necessary to carry them 
through to the new crop, and unless there 
is a strong probability of a general Euro- 
pean war, the purchases from this time on 
are ant to be very light. The amount al- 
ready purchased for forward delivery 1s 
enormous, and will probably be sufficient to 
supply them for some time to come. There 
has been more re-selling of cargoes of late, 
and a considerable weakness is apparent. 

The world’s shipments have reached 
enormous proportions and the visible sup- 
ply on this side is decreasing very slowly, 
in spite of the heavy export clearances.

The local market, although very qulet, 
is in a better condition than that at most 
other points, as our prices are sufficiently 
fower than Chicago to allow of safe hedg- 
ing on trades, and the high price of May 
wheat in the Windy City makes the ship- 
ing of cash wheat from here profitable. 
Kine result is that local stocks are rapidly 
heing shipped to Chicago, as there is prac- 
tically no short interest in May wheat in 
St. Louis. 

There is also a fair milling demand, as 
mil'ers are inclined to fill their recent 
high-price orders in advance of those taken 
previously at a much lower figure. 

The high prices asked for spring wheat 
flour is also helping the local millers, but 
the flour trade ts still anything but brisk 
and sellers are more willing to make con- 
cessions than they were a@ week ago. 

On Saturday there was a report that Eng- 
land had sent an ultimatum to France 
which caused an advance in the Liverpool 
markets, and this was reflected in the mar- 
kets on this side. Chicago reported that 
Leiter was again in the market and this 
started the shorts to cover as usual and 
prices advanced rapidly. Trading in the 
local pit was light, however, and little busi- 
ness was done. . 

The market in corn fluctuates to some ex- 

tent in sympathy with wheat, but the feel- 
ing is firmer. Local receipts are heavy but 
cash offerings are light and the demand 
rood. 
* There is no speculation in oats to speak 
of and the cash demand continues slow. 
Buyers appear to have thelr immediate 
wants supplied and prices are declining 
slowly. Local receipts are heavy. 


As has been repeatedly stated in these 
columns, the decrease in the per capita 
consumption of wheat, caused by the high 

rices, was enough to compensate to a 
arge extent for the heavy. exports, and 
this is proven by the figures of the Agri- 
cultural Department. According to the 
Government's figures the per capita con- 
sumption of wheat In the United States 
for Phe year 1897 was only 3.88 bu, as com- 
pared with a per capita consumption in 
189% of 4.78 bu. Estimating the population 
of the United States at 72,907, people, 
this would amount to a saving in wheat of 
65,526,300 bu. 

Canada was less economical with her 
wheat, and the per capita consumption in 
that country in 1895 was 6.24 bu, or nearly 
double the amount consumed by each per- 
gon in this country. 

Tho figures show that fn proportion to its 
population iArgentine is the banner wheat- 
eating country of the world, the per capita 
consumption in that country In 1895 being 
given as 10.8 bushels, 

This ? rently large consumption may be 
accounted for by the fact that there are a 
large number of uncivilized natives in that 
country who are not enumerated in the 
census, but who probably consume some 
wheat. 

France thas always been considered the 
greatoe+ wheat-eating country In the world 
and the per capita consumption in tha 
country in 189% ts given at 9.1 bushels, but 
the consumption in that country during the 
past year is said to have fallen off to 7 
bushels per capita, a much heavier’ reduc- 
tion than in this country. Estimating the 
population of France at 38,517,000 this would 
amount to a saving of nearly 81,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat. 

The figures show that Norway consumes 
less wheat per capita than any other coun- 
try, the consumption r capita being only 
1.2 bushels, and Sweden comes next wit 
a consumption of only 1.9 bushels. 

In 189% the per capita consumption of 
wheat in South Australia was greater than 
in France, the figures being 9.4 bushels, 
while the per capita consumption in Tas- 
mania in 189 was 8.4 bushels and in New 
Zeniand 7.2 bushels. 

e per capita consumption of wheat In 
the United Kingdom in 1897 was 5.6 bush- 
els, but the average is considerable above 
that figure.

DAVIS ESTATE TAX SUIT. 


Depositions Which Reveal a Remark- 
able State of Affairs. 


Depositions in the case of Collector Wen- 
neker against the estate of John T. Davis 
for taxes were filed in the Circuit Court 

Saturday, to be used in the trial of the 
case, Which is set for June 1. 

Shortly after John T. Davis died, the 
Tax Collector assessed this personal prop- 
erty at $2,500,000, and made out a tax bill 
against the executors of the estate for 
about $651,000. 

The executors filed an answer, saying 
that John T. Davis had no personal prop- 
erty whatsoever when he died. 
_Depositions were taken in the case by 
Eugene Sterin, attorney for the Collector. 

John T. Davis, Jr., testified that two 
weeks before his father’s death he had 
verbally conveyed all his property to him, 
indorsing the notes included in this con- 
veyance in blank. 

Sam C, Davis, who signed the final set- 
tlement and all the executor’s reports to 
the Probate Court, and Alexander Bogy 
and Charles B. Ritchie, the two apprais- 
ers, stated they took John T. Davis, Jr.'s, 
pore lor everything and signed accord- 
nely. 

The peculiar point about the whole af- 
fair is that John T. Davis, Jr., testified 
that his father had verbally conveyed per- 
sonal estate to him valued at from $2,000, - 
VOU to $3,000,000, and when recalled and ex- 
amined as to tax returns he stated that he 
had returned $200,000 worth of personalty 
and that he had made only one return 
personally as administrator.

BREAD OF THE NATIONS. 


How the Staff of Life is Made Among 
Various Peoples. 

It is a curious and interesting study to 
compare the various materials which serve 
the different nations of the world as the 
basis of their bread, says the Sanitary Rec- 
ord. In this country, where good bread, 
made from spring and fall wheat flour, is 
Within reach of all, rarely a thought is 
given to the fact that, after all, the inhab- 
itants of only a small portion of the earth's 
surface enjoy such food. In the remoter 
part of Sweden the poor make and bake 
the.r rye bread twice a year and store the 
loaves away, so that eventually they are 
as hard as bricks. Farther north still bread 
is made from barley and oats. In Lapland 
Oats, With the inner bark of the pine, are 
used. The ‘two together, well ground and 
mixed, are made into large flat cakes, 
cooKed in a pan over a fire. In dreary Kam- 
chatka pine or birch bark by itself well 
macerated, pounded and baked, frequently 
constitutes the whole of the native bread 
food. The Icelander scrapes the “Iceland 
moss” off the rocks and grinds it into flour, 
which serves both for bread and puddings. 
In some parts of Siberia; China and other 
eastern countries a fairly palatable bread 
is made from buckwheat. In parts of Italy 
chestnuts are cooked, ground into meal and 
used for making bread. Durra, a variety of 
the miliet, is much used in the countries of 
India, Egypt, Arabia and Asia Minor for 
making bread. Rice bread is the staple 
food of the Chinese, Japanese and a large 
portion of the inhabitants of India. 

In Persia the bread is made from rice, 
flour and milk; it is called “lawash.”’ The 
Persian oven is built in the ground, about 
the size of a barrel. The sides are smooth 
mason work. The fire is built at the bottom 
and kept burning until the walls or sides 
of the oven are thoroughly heated. Enough 
dough to form a sheet about 1 foot wide and 
about 2 feet long is thrown on the bench 
and rolled until about as thin as sole 
leather; then it is taken up and tossed and 
rolled from one arm to the other and flung 
on the board and slapped on the side of the 
oven. It takes only a few moments to 
bake, and when baked it is spread out to 
cool. This bread is cheap (1 cent a sheet); 
it is sweet and nourishing. A specimen of 
the ‘“‘hunger bread” from Armenia is made 
of cloverseed, flaxseed or linseed meal, 
mixed with edible grass. In the Molucca 
Islands the starchy pith of the sago palm 
furnishes a white, floury meal. This is 
made up Into flat, oblong leaves, which are 
baked in curious little ovens, each being 
divided into oblong cells to receive the 
loaves. Bread is also made of roots in 
some parts of Africa and South America. 
It is made from manioc tubers. These 
roots are a deadly poison If eaten in the raw 
state. but make a good food tf properly 
prepared. To prepare it for bread the 
roots are soaked for several days !n water, 
thus washing out the poison; the fibers are 
picked out, dried and ground tnto flour. 
This is mixed with milk, if obtainable: if 
not, water is used. The dough is formed 
into little round loaves and baked in hot 
ashes or dried in the sun. 


Growth of German Socialism. 
From the Boston Transcript. 

The estimate of the Socialist press in 
Germany that at all the coming general 
elections their party will muster at least 
2,000,000 voters, and will succeed in seating 
from 6 to 70 members in the Reichstag, 
is causing ill-concealed concern among the 
Conservative journals. In 1871 the Soctal- 
ist party was represented by only two 
members in the Reichstag—Herren Bebe] 
and Liebknecht—and by a vote of 124,000. 
In 1874 the Socialist vote was increased to 
852.000, with a return of nine Deputies; in 
1877, 493,000 votes elected 12 members, but 
the next year, in which an attempt was 
made to assassinate Kaiser Wilhelm lI., 
the votes sank to 457,000, with nine repre- 
sentatives in the Relchstag. In 188 the 
Soclalists, however, sent 24 Deputies, rep- 
resenting a vote of 659.000. In 189 it wue 
predicted by the Socialist press that their 
party would soon become the most power- 
ful faction of the Retchstag;: the vote of 
that year was 1,437,000, which marched 37 
representatives into the Reichstag. At the 
last general election the Socialists showed 
1,736,000 votes out of a tota) ll of 7,674,009, 
and their party returned 47 puties out of 
397. The Center, with its 100 Deputies, only 
polled 1,468,000 votes, and the Conservatives, 
with 61 Deputies, only 1,038,000.

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STOCK MARKET QUIET 


TRADING DURING THE PAST 
WEEK WAS ON A RATHER 
SMALL SCALE. 


WAR NEWS GREATEST FACTOR. 


Foreign Dealings Still on the Selling 
Side, but Much Reduced as Com- 
pared With Previous Weeks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. ' 

NEW YORK, May 21.—The stock market 
was exceedingly quiet in the early deal- 
ings. Apparently the closing of profes- 
sional contracts incidental to the end of 
the week was largely accomplished in yes- 
terday’s irregular market. The early 
cabled advices showed the London market 
depressed to the extent of about % point 
for the active stock, and foreign houses 
were again moderate seliers in this mar- 
ket, 

The absence of definite news regarding 
the progress of the war counted unfavor- 
ably in view of the closing of business to- 
morrow. Commission houses had few or- 
ders in the market, which caused the mod- 
erate foreign and local professional selling 
to carry more weight. 

Later the market was stronger, but at 
no .time active, and the close was along 
the same line, 

In this week’s market stirring events have 


been few. The general belief that our fleets 
will whip the Spanish when they meet has 
served to sustain the market, and aside 
from the war the outlook is almost wholly 
cheerful. The trading has been upon rather 
a small scale, with the foreign dealings 
still on the selling side, though in much 
reduced volume as compared with previous 
weeks. Except in one or two cases manipu- 
lation hag not been excessivé in the mar- 
ket, which indeed hag received its chief sup- 
port from the buying of commission houses 
and of the professional room traders, As a 
general thing stock manipulators prefer a 
situation that holds less dramatic possibili- 
ties than the present for the exercise of 
their activities. Although the progress of 
hosfilities still holds the first place in the 
category of influences affecting prices, yet 
Wall street was constrained to pay some re- 
gard to the astonishing showing made in 
the treasury’s report on the country’s for- 
eign trade published on Monday last. An 
merchant or trader who could have struc 
off such a baiance sheet would have ac- 
counted himself extraordinarily prosperous, 
and it is no more than reasonable that the 
foreign trade statement should have been 
the perhaps most effective factor in the 
week’s speculation, Ignored, or rather 
overlooked at first, it has since received 
more notice and the consequent deductions 
have been highly gratifying. 

While the report has already been com- 
mented upon, the figures will bear repeti- 
tion. In April this country exported of its 
products $43,500,000 more than it bought 
from other countries. In the ten months 
from June © last it has sold to its externa) 
customers $614,200,00 more than it has 
bought from them. The figures are really 
stupendous. As compared with 1592, the last 
year of high prosperity, the exports of mer- 
chandise increased $19),000,000 and the im- 

orts decreased $175,000,000. Our imports in 
898 will, indeed, be the smallest in amount 
since 1885, assuming that those for the re- 
maining two months of the fiscal year are 
no larger than the average of the past 10 
months. Declining impor's may not, indeed, 
be regarded as an altogether favorable sign, 
though in the case of the United States the 
present Lanpenery unquestionably reflects the 
steadily increasing ability of the country to 
supply its own needs, 

The figures given take no account of the 
movement of specie, nor can the invisible 
features of the foreign exchanges be more 
than approximately reckoned. We know

Gladstone had always expressed a desire 
that he and his wife should lie side by side 
in their last long sleep, and it was this de- 
sire that led the villagers at Hawarden to 


' believe their bodies would rest in the little 


churchyard, but the Dean of Westminster 
readily acceded to the request of the Glad- 
stone family that Mns. Gladstone should ul- 
timately find a resting place beside her il- 
lustrious husband. 

Statesmen’s corner is so crowded that 
@pace remains sufficient only for two monu- 
merts. The place set apart for Gladstone's 
tomb, the Post-Dispatch correspondent was 
informed by Dean Bradley to-day, was vir- 
tually consecrated to that purpose by his 
predecessor, Dean Stanley,.a quarter of a 
century ago. The date of the public funeral 
dis still unsettled, but it is believed that the 
necessary preparation for what must as- 
Gume the dimensions of a great national 
demonstration cannot be completed for a 
fortnight at least. In the meantime the re- 
mains will lie in Hawarden Church. 

Herbert Gladstone. expressing the view 
of the family, is anxious that the interment 
take place about Thursdey at the latest, 
and that the ceremonial be modified to meet 
that arrangement. 

As the Cabinet naturally igs desirous to 
defer to the wishes of the family in every 
way it is probable that this proposal will 
be adopted. The family is also averse to 
having a public procession from WBuston 
Railway Station to Westminster Abbey, and 
Cesire that the body be taken through the 
streets without formality, the ceremony be- 
ing reserved for the interior of the Abbey. 
This scheme, if carried out, will cause in- 
tense popular disappointment.

Nelson H. Middleton’s Family Have 
an Extraordinary Experience 
in a Storm. 


The storm which swept over the city 
early Saturday morning with such thunder- 
ous fury and electrical display, aroused and 
frightened St. Loutsans almost out of their 
wits. When day dawned people expected 
to hear of frightful havoc in various seo- 
tions of the city, but only one serious cas- 
uaity was reported, This happened at 1432 
Glasgow avenue, occupled by Nelson H. 
Middleton and family. They lve on the 
third floor. 

It was about 1 o’clock when they were 
aroused by the roaring wind and pelting 
rain. They closed their windows tight 
and went to bed. Suddenly there was a 
clap of thunder and a flame of lightning 
darted across the room and enveloped it in 
a lurid blaze. The occupants of the room 
were speechiess, how long they do not 
know, but Mrs. Middleton said for at least 
five minutes they could not move and see 
how badly the room was wrecked. 

The lightning struck the cupola on the 
northwest corner of the building, plowed 


its way through slate and tin, joists and 
plaster to the apartment below, ‘coming 
through the ceiling in the center of the 
room and laying the wall paper back ag 
neatly as though it were cut with a knife. 
It left a round hole about the size of a 
tea cup and went straight to the floor be- 
low. There it made a smaNer hole in ti 
carpet and blackened it for a square yar 
so that it looks as if soot had béen rubbe 
on it.

UNITED STATES HAS LOST ART. 


Process for Plating Wood With Copper 
That Died With the Inventor. 
From the Chicago Times-Herald. 
The United States are not very old, but 
nevertheless they are old enough to have 
lost an art. Egypt has a long lead over 


our country in age, and consequently also 
in opportunities for losing arts, but six 
weeks ago we made a start and our pro- 
verbial rapidity and hustle may yet enable 
us to Overhaul our competitor of the Nile. 

A month and a haif ago Herbert E. Fow- 
ler of Naugatuck, Conn., died and car- 
ried with him to his grave the secret of an 
invention which gave promise of the great- 
est value in the commercial world. At the 
time of Mr. Fowler’s death hegotiations 
were under way for the formation of a 
sarge company, which was to use the in- 
vention extensively in manufacturing. 

The invention was a process for making 
an electrical deposit of copper from a so- 
lution upon wood, or any other rigid or 
semi-rigid substance. T process was 
made possible by coatifg the substance 
which was to be plated with copper with a 
liquid preparation, the secret formula of 
which was known only to Mr. Fowler. 
Every means had been used to induce him 
to patent the invention, but he declined 
to do s0, fearing that he might lose the 
value of it in some way. Many samples of 
the electrical deposit were made in se- 
cret and sent to William H. McAndrews & 
Co. of Dearborn street, who will have 
them on exhibition in the window. Among 
the various articles to be seen are the head 
board of a bedstead, a hollow globe, a shoe, 
beautiful sample of filigree work and va- 
rious articles. Some of these things are 
holiow and some of them still contain 
the material upon which the copper was 
plaited. 

The process enables the inventor to put 
on a piating of any thickness, so even the 
hollow articles are most substantial. The 
hollow globe, for instance, was made upon 
a@ toy rubber bailoon, which was afterward 
exploded and pulled through a small hole. 
The shoe was made upon wax or lead, 
which was afterward melted and poured 
out, and the bedstead still contains the 
wood within the copper. Some remarkably 
delicate work could be done by this in- 
vention. A tin-foil impression could be 
taken of @ lace curtain and on this foil 
a plating could be deposited which would 
show every delicate line and mesh of the 
lace, making an exact imitation in cop- 
per. 

Some weeks ago a Chicago company was 
formed which offered through Mr. McAn- 
drews to go into extensive manufacturing 
with the copper deposit, but conditioned 
their effort upon the patenting of the in- 
vention. This proposition was sent to Mr. 
Fowler in Connecticut, but before any act- 
ive steps could be taken in the matter the 
inventor wag dead. Through his wife it

He found electricity up there, but not as 
he wanted, He tapped the atmos- 


oe 


phere at other altitudes, and at 100 feet 
from the surface found the strongest cur- 
rents, 

The discovery induced him to alter his 
plans. Tf he had only to go up 100 feet a 
tower would be better than a kite. He be- 
gan making preparations for building his 
tower. An experimental plant and tower 
will be erected at Gillespie. Experimenis 
under the supervision of skilled electricians 
will be continued. In a short time Dr. Gross 
expects to have his machine perfected. 

The tower will be built substantially of 
brick. As the only purpose of it-is to get 
up to where the electricity is and convey 
the current down to the earth, there will 
be no machinery at the top. A wire nearly 
half an inch in diameter will run through 
the center of it to the top. On the enda 
bunch of small wires will be exposed to the 
atmosphere. These spangles will arrest the 
electricity in the air. The tendency is for 
it to seek the earth. It will descend the 
wire, 

At the base of the tower will be the indue- 
tion generator to divert the current and pre- 
vent it from shooting into the earth. 

The visible feature of the induction gener- 
ator is a revolving disc which, in order to 
elfect induction, must travel in the reverse 
direction faster than the earth. 

The earth revolves at the rate of about 
13% miles per minute. The disc is 2 feet in 
diameter. To overcome the attraction of the 
earth it must make 1200 revolutions in a 


minute. This can be done with a powerful 
dynamo. 

Dr. Gross believes enough electricity can be 
captured by one induction generator to runa 
street car system easily. 

The doctor works upon the belief that the 


commonly acepted theory concerning the 
earth’s electricity-is wrong. The schools de- 
clare that electricity is static. Dr. Gross 
contends that it is dynamic. 

Over his signature he says: 

“Static electricity belongs to bodies at 


rest.Its nature is to rise to the highest point 
upon the body. Dynamic electricity belongs 
to bodies in motion, 

“The polar diameter being less than the 
equatorial diameter of the earth, its excess 
of electricity would blow off at the equator

“What probably occurs is, that as these 
currents pass around the earth through the 
atmosphere, they come in contact with ary 
areas, and as a dry atmosphere is a poor 
conductor of electricity it appears as a 
static charge and has been misleading to 
electricians. 

“The earth and its atmosphere is the 
armature, and that portion of space be- 
tween the earth and the sun is the electro- 
magnet of nature’s grand dynamo-electric 
machine. 

‘‘The sun is shining on one half the earth 
all the time. Its rays being vertical over 
some point of it at every instant, currents 
of electricity are induced out of that por- 
tion of space between the earth and the 
sun by the earth in its revolution from 
west to east. Im accordance with the 
natural law governing electric currents, 
they go in an opposite direction, or from 
east to west. 

‘Leng in 1883 demonstrated by a series 
of experiments that induced currents al- 
ways go in the opposite direction to the 
electro-magnetic force producing them. 

‘‘These currents are brought down to and 
forced into the earth by its centrifugal 
force, which tends from its center toward 
the east. while the currents tend to its 
center and toward the west. When the 
center of the earth becomes surcharged 
with electricity, it flows off again at about 
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the 70th parallel, producing the Norte 
and Southern lights. 


“My machine is designed after the cart 
as a pattern. When placed at any point 
upon the surface and driven as required, it 
will be the earth's superior in centrifugal 
force and magnetis«.”’ 

If not in this war, certainly in the next, 
electricity will be extensively employed on 
the fleld of battle. If Dr. Gross’ inven. 
tion realizes his expectations it will achieve 
triumphs in war as well as in peace. 

It will be possible to run a light towes 
up in the air and catch afl the electricity 
needed, and it would be necessary to carry 
only very light machinery. 


Dr. Gr is 6 years old. He was born 
in Bollinger County, Mo. After completing 
a course in Farmington College he studied 
medicine, graduating in the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, Keokuk, Io. He 
has been a careful student of the sciences, 
especially the exact sciences, and has 
given a deal of thought to the subject 
of probabilities and the differential and in- 
tegral calculus, which are now of incal- 
culable value to him in the work he has in 
hand. 

He believes he is surely right in regard 
to the matter of the earth's electricity 
being dynamic and not static in character, 
and that in a very short time only he 
feels confident he will be able to demon- 
strate to the world his ability to capture 
and utilize the earth’s electricity.

Mr. Tyrrell must 
have intended to say that, as compared 
with the Bible, the newspapers are filth, 
just as beside the riches of heaven all 
earthly things are dross. 


But I have never found filth, in the or- 
dinary acceptance of the term, in the news- 
papers with which I have had the honor 
to be associated and which go daily into 
the purest homes of this city. I was 
startled, therefore, at this apparently com- 
mon, united misunderstanding in places 
where I had eVery right to expect appre- 
ciation, sympathy and encouragement. 

“Take Christ into your business,’ says 
the preacher. And into what business does 
Christ enter oftener and with greater power 
than that of the daily newspaper? Whence 
does religion get more continuous help out- 
gide the pulpit? Where is the influence 
that gives the church a cleaner. clearer 
field for its battic w.‘h sin and throws its 
weight oftener and with more success on 
the side of righi and of righteousness? 

I had always thought the newspaper man 
Palt-brother to the minister in the fight 
for truth and cléanliness, for public and 
private morals, for the spread of the Chris- 
tian faith and the eventual salvation of the

eh with circulators of filth. 


‘what is a scandal? Something defama- 
tory, is it not? And being defamatory it 1s 
a slander. and a «lander is a false report 
maliciously circulated—against which there 
are civil and criminal laws, enacted at the 
instigation of the newspapers themselves. 
created, fostered and maintained by the 
daily press in active co-operation with the 


pulpit. 

From a purely business or commercial 
etandpoint it does not pay to print scandal 
or filth or anything indecent, unclean or 
tending toward immorality. Considering the 
daily newspaper as a@ mere money-making 
institution, the very foundation of its suc- 
cess bs truth and cleanliness. Scandal is the 
mnost dangerous and insidious foe with 
which it has to deal, because of necessity it 
must ascertain the truth or answer in the 
courts and at the bar of public opinion for 
every deviation from honesty and whole- 
sOomeness. 

What other business is so open to constant 
and unceasing challenge? What other busti- 
Ress is e€9 conducted every hour and every 
day in the public streets, where conviction 
of untruth can be instant and damning— 
where the unclean and the untrue can be 
immediately proved and judement pro- 
nounced thereon? No excuse of hasty judg- 
ment, or wrongful sources of information 
will save the daily newspaper which pub- 
lishes untruth or epreads abroa: demoraliz- 
ing literature. 

The gentigman in charge of the local de- 
partment asks of every reporter who enters 
bearing news: “Is it true? Where did you 
get it? Who told you?” And the invaria- 
ble order is: “Write it clean—write it 
clean.”* 

During all my 30 years of newspaper ac- 
tivity there was never a moment when | 
did not feel the responsibility that comes 
with power, and never for an _ instant 
ceased to feel that unfaithfulness to the 
readers of the newspaper which I had the 
honor to represent was disloyalty to my 
employers and treason to God. Never ir 
all my career was I ever directed to write 
anything for the purpose of defaming or 
ecandalizing. The order to me has always 
been, “Get the facts." And it would have 
been certain ruin to report back state- 
ments which I did not know or believe to 
be facts. - 

There never was but one “scandal” that 
ever gave momentary increase of circula- 
tion to a newspaper, and that was the de- 
plorable story which illuminated a black 
Spot upon the soul of the greatest preacher 
of the nineteenth century. But even the 
publication of that “scandal,” true as it 
did not pay. It was one of those 
necessities for impartial truth which the 
brave, honest newspaper hourly confronts. 

T went. not long ago, to a famous states- 
man, and he said, with a despairing sneer: 
“IT suppose you haye been sent out to 
abuse me!” 

“No,” IT answered. “I never had an order 
of that kind in my life. I am sent out 
to get the facts. My newspaper wants the 
truth. If that shall help you I will be 
pleased; if it hurts, you must take the 
consequences.” 

He met me half way, and he got an im- 
portant statement before the public.

that will astound the people, without any 
more respect for_morals or decency shan 
will keep them out of the clutches of the 
law. 

Having been born and bred tn the church, 
and being still one of:its humble members; 
having studied the Bible and its illuminat- 
ing accompaniments of song and story; hav- 
ing caught here and there glimpses of im- 
mortality and been struck with the richness 
of Christian faith. and duty, I think that 
after 30 years of hourly association with the 
man who make newspapers; after an inti- 
mate acquaintance with their inner lives, 
their sorrows and joys, their patience and 
courage, their hopes and triumphs, cease- 
less toil and self-sacrifice, I am competent 
to say for them that there is not a day 
when they do not “carry Christ into their 
business.’’ There is not a day when they do 
not, in the course of their truth-getting, so 
turn a word or a sentence or a sentiment 
that somebody will be cheered or made bet- 
ter, the world advanced in knowledge, and 
the kingdom of God spread out a little 
farther over the earth. 

With their courageous and oftimes bitter 
denunciation of the false, they turn to 
make an appeal for the true. When the 
day ie done and they lie down to rest after 
the long hours of exhausting and uncom- 
mon toll, the one satisfying reflection they 
have is that in their stupendous opportun- 
ities for doing bad or good they have been 
able to accomplish something toward the 
truth and the advancement of the world.. 
With a pulpif wider than that of any min- 
ister; with responsibility to God and man 
for every written word, they carry about 
with them a spirit of thankfulness for the 
power to make men better and nobler, and 
to add their share of contribution to the 
final triumph of the religion of Christ, 
which is love and light and a blessed life 
hereafter. 

The Sunday newspaper is a particular 
source of trial, and stumbling block of of- 
fense, to our brethren of the pulpit. But, 
bless you, they are largely responsible for 
what it is to-day. I can remember when 
the Sunday newspaper was just as small 
and exclusively news-publishing as that 
of the week-day newspapers. The preach- 
ers came around in their friendly way and 
said: 

“You ought to permit something else be- 
sides the daily grist of murders and sui- 
cides and elopements. Of course these 
things are necessary to make up the sum 
of human intelligence, but why not give 
us something more enobling? Give a 
few lines of space to important events 
among the churches. Let your readers 
know about the good things that are going 
forward in the world—an article now and 
then on educational and religious topics.” 

The newspapers gladly did it—not be- 
cause they might gain favor with an 
influential class, but because deep-down in 
the heart of every honest newspaper man, 
was the feeling that he had found one more 
opportunity to “take Christ into his busi- 
ness.”’ 

And by-and-by the sunday newspaper 
began to spread out a little. As opportun- 
ities multiplied as the churches became more 
and more potent factors in the daily history 
of life, and as men camé more and more 
to demand knpwledge of every available 
kind,the sunday newspaper added to its 
growing pages, until it has come to be 
almost a book, spreading abroad the in- 
formation that helps to make this country 
what it is the freest, truest, most Christ- 
loving and God- -fearing nation on the 
earth, 

There is something in the point of view. 
So, looking across the days and nights 
when I have known the preacher and the 
newspaper man to stand shoulder to 
shoulder for peace, justice, truth and the 
world for Christ, | say again it startles me 
to find a preacher neglectful of that great 
business into which toil, self-sacrifices and 
immolation of worldly honors have been 
freely poured, in the interest of the brother- 
hood of man. The sunshine of truth which 
permeated the bleak hills of Judea: which 
emblazoned the heavens when the shep- 
herds fed their flocks by night; which sound.« 
ed the joybells of the resurrection morn 
and grew brighter and sweeter as thea 
centuries rolled on, casts its beauty over 
the newspaper business—not so powerfully 
as over the pulpit, but with a steadiness 
which makes of editors great engines of 
evangelization. 

Please do not etand by the graves of 
their hopes or step aside to cast a shadow 
over the glorious purposes which I know 
are {In their hearts.

seems to be under of publishing what occuns 
forever debar it from a very high place as 
a public benefactor or promoter of morals? 
Many an enterprising reporter gives color 
and piquancy to a story of vice and crime, 
No one can gaze at his glowing word-pic- 
tures without being tainted. I do not ex- 
pect the reporter to close every story with 
a moral,. neither do I expect the average 
reporter to miss an opportunity to make an 
attractive story; but what I insist upon is 
that, in its very function as a newsgatherer, 
the daily paper is of necessity forced to 
play the part of retailer of small talk, and, 
measurably at least, purveyor of pollution. 

I presume the newspaper man will insist 
that the publication of crime makes crime 
abhorrent; that the publication of suicides, 
for example, lessens the number. But on 
this point we differ squarely. Only last 
Monday I received a letter from a man who 
has been unfortunate, in business, in which 
this line occurs: ‘I fear to read the daily 
papers, lest the account of some poor fel- 
low’s suicide inspire me with the same mad- 
ness, and make me end my wretched life.”’ 

If it is permissible I want to tell of a lit- 
tle incident that happened in my own in-

tercourse with newspaper men. It was sev- 
eral years ago. I met a young man, repre- 
senting one of the St. Louis newspapers, 
and had about twe minutes’ talk with him 
on a certain subject. ‘That paper, which 
considers itself entirely reputable, published 
a column of what purported to be an inter- 
view with me, putting words in my mouth 
which I never uttered and which no man in 
his right mind would utter, and bolstering 
up its story with tthe affirmation that the 
reporter had had a half hour’s interview 
with me. Again I read an expression of 
opinion, credited to me, in another paper, 
and appearing what purported to be an in- 
terview, when no representative of that pa- 
per had called on me for weeks, and I had 
never uttered the opinion. 

But such incidents are all too common. 
I am not railing at the newspapers; I am 
stating facts. In the main, I feel that I 
have been kindly treated by the press, and 
I have at different times with pleasure ac- 
knowledged my indebtedness to it. But, 
my newspaper brother, the phrase “yellow 
journalism” is a pet phrase with the news- 
papers themselves. They throw it at each 
other. As for the Sunday newspaper, I 
wonder who the preachers were that sug- 
gested enlarging and improving it? Pardon 
me if I continue to consider the Sunday 
newspaper a huge advertising sheet with a 
magazine appendix; 

I have not been unaware of the sterling 
maniiness and heroic self-sacrifice of many 
newspaper men. I suppose there are good 
and bad among them and that there are 
newspapers that come very close to the 
high ideal of the writer, while at the same 
time there are newspapers that have right 
here in St. Louis, whether justly or not, a 
reputation for sensationalism and mendac- 
ity. I would not for the world wound an 
honest, earnest worker in any sphere and 
so far as I am concerned I am ready to 
clasp hands with any newspaper man in 
a sincere effort to make the world better 
and therefore happier and send farther into 
the paganism of our civilization the light 
of the radiant cross. God bless every 
newspaper man, reporter, compositor, press- 
man, proofreader or editor who toils under 
the inspiration of a pure purpose and a 
high ideal. 


Rev. Robert A. Holland, D. D., rector of St. 
George's Episcopal Church, delivered a lecture on 
‘The Sunday Newspaper’’ four years ago in Bos- 
ton. The following extracts represent his opinion: 

N the best newspapers statements de- 
| liberately false are rare; exaggeration, 

though painting events with a big 
brush, takes care not to misshape them; 
facts are dealt with at first hand; the 
possible loss or gain of fortune is reck- 
oned in every citing of prices current; re- 
porters use their quick sense to run down 
evildoers who escape the detection of law; 
war news echoes like a trumpet biast from 
the -midst of thé battlefield; the partisan 
press criticises Its own parts and tells bre 
the arrows of a a map how all po- 
litical winds blow. 

The non-partisan newspaper has won a 
right to exist, and often wields the bal- 
ance of power In close partisan contests, 
proving that the newspaper not only re- 
Ppeats public sentiment, but may be its 
prompter and gulde. 

And with this grewth in veracity the

then of a nation, witn seliom more than a 
rumor from the outside world. 

Now the world is its township, and men 
and deeds are measured by thvir world re- 
lations. 

Hence public opinion is no longer close, 
like the air of a shut room, but free and 
wholesome as sea wind.’ 

Where travel is rare and the newspaper 
seldom read, manners and customs do not 
change, but breathe over and over again 
the moldiness of their own past life. 

* * * A searchlight now shines into 
every hiding. place. Darkness no longer 
covers guilt. The prophecy is already ful- 
filled of a new earth where there should 
be no night. 

Day means judgment. Judgment is but 
the bringing of deeds from darkness to 
light that they may be seen as they real- 
ly are; and when detection and exposure 
become gs0 nearly universal, as they now 
are, in the press, they blaze like a world 
on fire. 

Revelation burns. Flameless and smoky 
though it seem when smothered in a class 
or community whose opinion often goes b) 
favor or chance, no wrong has the hardi- 
hood to withstand it when it glows with © 
whole world for its furnace. 

It crackles under thrones, it checks the 
ferocity of invasions, it holds back the arm 
of victory when about to strike the fallen. 

Many a rich scamp fears it who does not 
fear civil laws. He knows not the day or 
hour when upon some liaison, some orgie, 
some swindling maneuver, the newspaper 
will come as a “‘thief in the night”’ and strip 
off his false reputation, and wrap him in 
shame that shall burn the very flesh from 
his bones. 

Scandal, no doubt—but scandal is simply 
social exposure. No harm done by its er- 
rors or by its familiarizings of innoeence 
with the fact of vice'can be counted against 
its deterrent good in bringing evil to the 
bar of public. opinion. 

Uttering the voice of: to-day with all of 
to-day’s indubitability and unavoidableness 
of presence, the newspaper anticipates the 


-slower judgment of civil courts, mends the 


wrong of their verdicts, too often warped 
by quibbles when not corrupt, takes care 
that should the guilty culprit escape he 
shall escape into the larger jail which it 
builds of life-long diegrace. 

* * * Strange things, however, are not 
all vicious. Virtue likewise does feats, and 
whenever its deeds are featly the news- 
paper notes them as worthy of the world’s 
eye—deeds of courage, for example—which 
is the spine of all character, whether 
prize-fighters or martyrs; deeds of skill ev- 
idencing the assiduity and s2lf-control which 
z0 to make the soldier, artist or saint, and 
prove some degree of soldier, artist or saint 
wherever they appear, even though it be 
in heroes of sport. 
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In all this perhaps the newspaper has no 
ethical intention. Profits may-be its chief 
or only aim, but profits require sale. 

Unsold, its news would be the puff- 
cheeked winding of a cracked horn; and in 
order to sell, it must supply the intelli- 
gence which men want, and men’s wants, 
because they are human, are necessarily 
ethical and meet in ethical Scales, when- 
ever brought to knowledge that cannot 
avoid comparison and judgment. 

The most significant note of this gospei 
is the daily reading of it. The quarterly 
review, the monthly magazine, even the 
weekly chronicle treats the world’s life as 
gone by rather than as going on; they are 
its memorites, not its sensations, fesclves, the 
present suspense of its waiting and strain 
of its enterprise. 

But in the daily newspaper man lives the 
whole world's life throb by throb. The 
world's morning deeds are known by night, 
and the deeds of its night are known by the 
next day's sunrise. 

* * * Bodies must Ie abed some days, 
and so must minds; but bed-ridden days are 
no more healthy to minds than to bodies, and 
life is fullest, richest, best when I's con- 
sciousness is most completely alert. 

What then of the one day in Seven, called 
the day of rest? 

Shall the world’s consciousness sleep 
then,-or be more than ever awake? Wii 
it grow more aware of immortality and 
God by lessening or enlarging its sense of 
the life that now is, and the magnificence 
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to the dweller in the tenement house ! 
Blessed the. museum and art gallery to pent-up minds without hope of travel, and with no 
Blessed, too, the Sunday newspaper, .which saves millions of 


books !

unfermented wine of the spirit as more 
eucharistic than spirit-wine that stimulates 
and gladdens? 

For myself, I must hold Sunday to be in 
truth to its name a day of the sun, and that 
observance of it to be holiest which is most 
sunny, most alive with light. 

Because it is a holy day, it is also a holl- 
day. It bids men feast, not fast. It is their 
weekly festival, their weekly bursting of 
the bands of death, their weekly Easter. 

They will spend it not in physicking re- 
ligious jaundice with watery doses of Deu- 
teronomy, ‘but in the faith cure that they 
have already Christ’s good blood and the 
health of heaven in the veins of a redeemed 
humanity. 

Blessed {s the step or wing beat that lifts 
any life aboye its workday saif: Blessed 
the park to the dweller in the tenement 
house! Blessed the open iil.rary to the book 
lover too poor to own books! Blessed the 
museum and art gallery to pen up minds 
without hope of travel, and with no glimpse 
cf teauty in their homes. 

Blessed, too, the Sunday newspaper, 
which Without detaining the few who seck 
the highest heaven, and would enjoy it no 
less for the larger views of earth had on 
their upward way, saves millions of poor 
souls from listless stupor or ignorant pas- 
time by drawing their interest in the world’s 
daily life to an ampler revding than work 
duys permit about that life's progress, its 
science, its ar:, its iiterature, its politics, its 
religion, 

The Sunday newspaper is their one book, 
their sole library, their museum, their art 
gallery, their pantheon of contemporary. 
genius, 

There the great discoverers tell the 
secrets of their search and finding; the 
great inventors disclose by what craft they 
wrought the miracles of modern machinery; 
the great novelists turn their kinetoscopes 
of photographed conduct; the great preach- 
ers preach to congregations that meet under 
no temple roof; while poets of many lands 
chant together the dawn of that new day 
which all Sundays herald as the resurrec- 
tion gf man, 

If works of necessity and mercy -are 
exempt from sabbatic law, surely this work 
is both merciful and more necessary than 
back-gate deliveries of milk from far-off 
dairies, or the cooking of turkeys to be 
stuffed with oysters for family dinners, or 
the most philanthropic driving of a span 
of horses to church, for the coachman to 
sit outside in the cold, while his mistress 
listens comfortably to a sermon on the 
small number of the elect, and the Ward 
McAlusterism of God. 
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Rev. M. Burnham, pastor of the Pilgrim Congre- 
gational Church, considers the dally newspaper ¢s- 
sential to the progress of civilization, but deplores 
the publication of the Sunday paper. 


T"« field of journalism is large and 


growing. Itis, or ought to be, always 

a power for good. I have no doubt 
many unjust and extreme things are said in 
pulpit and on platform in regard to journal- 
ism—things which are not only extreme, 
but superficial and often untruthful—utter- 
ances which do not make the proper dis- 
crimination between what is good and what 
is bad—the journalism that is respectable, 
trustworthy and substantially and entirely 
opposed to what is exaggerated, untruthful, 
unprincipled, heartless, despicable, mean 
and vulgar. : 

Both kinds of journalism pass under the 
head of journalism to-day. 

I have no words-to describe my abhorence 
and shrinking from the untruthful and 
mean and vulgar; nor can I express a too 
great appreciation of the journalism that is 
a real ministry for good. There is a daily 
public press, covering a larger and larger 
field. on which the public depends and 
which takes up into itself more and more 
the brightest and best and most honorable 
talent of the land. The increasing moral 
and religious tone of such journalism is 
worthy the commendation and appreciation 
of pulpit and platform and home, Men and 
women of literary, religious and moral 
power appreciate such work. Facts worth 
knowing and that everybody ought to know, 
great movements in the world’s history— 
and we are making history fast, never 
faster than to-day—do not escape the eye 
of the true journalist, and he wields a pen 
of growing power In our country. Cliviliza- 
tion cannot exist without the upright daily 
newspapers. 

On the other hand there is a journalism, 
and we were never in greater danger of it 
than now, unworthy *of the name, that 
panders to a low tone of morals; panders 
to party for the sake of party; and does 
not hesitate to truckle to the very lowest 
elements of life if thereby it can pay. 

There is a kind of journalism, so-called, 
that not only does not care one whit how 
much mischief it may make, but it becomes 
a mere cesspool, into which all kinds‘ of 
vice and falsehood and heresy of every kind 
toward God and man pour their streams. 
It has no thought of the “ministry of 
news.’ ‘“‘The foundation of its success” is 
not “truth and cleanliness,”” Such so-called 
journalism has justly incurred the contempt 
of all people who love righteousness and 
public morals and alleviation of the needs of 
humanity, the breaking down of walls of 
separation between classes, the uplifting 
of humanity everywhere. 

I have known the reporter, so-called, to 
gO into homes where his coming was a 
positive rudeness and demand what he 
called news, with which the public had no 
more right than the robber had with your 
purse. 

I have known so-called journalism to 
commit wrongs In the name of journalism. 
I have known such a so-called reporter de- 
liberately to circulate falsehood, to writu 
two reports of the same thing, one faleo 
for one paper the other true for another 
paper. I know a paper, which circulated 
largely in New England and elsewhere, 
which printed an article considered by hon* 
orable journalism to have been manufact 
ured in its own officd, and yet presented «® 
coming from a correspondent in Boston, 
that it slat: veehy 0 2ORN AG SEY He 
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wrong for which it had no honorable rea 
son. 

One of the best journalists I ever knew, 
a graduate of Yale, a man of successes, 
picked up that paper and said of that ar- 
ticle, ‘“‘That is not journalism,” and he was 
right. I often think of that remark as i 
read some things printed to-day—‘'That 15 
not journalism.” 

But, thank God, the real journalism of 
the hour is on an exalted plane and is doing 
good work. I have sympathy with the re:® 
editor. I have sympathy with men seekir ®@ 
to give the public things they have a righ® 
to know and ought to know. Such papers, 
such writers have a mission. They have @ 
right to exist; and they carry with then/ 
the respect of the community. But papers 
that disregard truth, that break God's laws. 
reporters who outrage the conscience of th® 
community—well, that is not and never will 
be journalism. r 

Real journalism, like rea! statesmanship, 
always has a place and is known by its 
worth and by the way it commends itself to 
the best interests of city, of country and 
of land. Such journalism;is not obliged to 
resort to tricks and schemes and falsehoods 
to get its printed pages before an appre- 
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clative public. It differs from all other 
journalism, so-called, as widely as a first- 
class dry goods store differs from a pawn- 
shop. And if the daily press only know what 
a power for good it is and realized how much 
greater power for good it might be, it would 
purify itself constantly from men and meas- 
ures which now sometimes degrade its pu- 
rity and power under the name of journal- 
ism. 

As to the Sunday paper, there js in it much 
of good, no doubt. Has it a place? I have 
no doubt the Sunday paper has come to 
stay; whether it is right or wrong, the 
community has given it a place already. 
But it must not delude itself with the idea 
that it Is a great good to the community 
or that it is on a mission enterprise. It is 
a business affair; it is published on business 
principles. It is as much a business as the 
running of the Sunday theater or the multi- 
plication of the Sunday railroad trains or 
Sabbath excursions. The great difficulty 
with it, as with all such Sabbath innova- 
tions, is it secularizes the Sabbath; it robs 
large classes of a Sabbath; it demoralizes 
hours and tone and temper of life that can 
do better things than circulate and read it 
on God's holy day. The Sabbath is a great 
gift of God, and a Sabbath honored brings 
with it the most exalted blessings that can 
come to men. The Sabbath is a day of 
physical, mental, mora] and spiritua)] bless- 
ing, separated from the six days of the week 
given to grimy toil. We can do better 
things on God's day than still keep our- 
selves immersed in the atmosphere of sec- 
ular life. The best phases of life and his- 
tory and the best and most prosperous peo- 
ples are those that observe the Sabbath as 
a day of te and worship. 
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ies Father C. F. O'Leary of the Church of the 
Annunciation, Sixth and La Salle streets, bas a bigh 
opinion of the press, both daily and Sunday. He 
says: 


Y° ask me my opinion of the dally 


press in general, and of the correct- 
ness of Rev. Mr. Tyrrell’s 
thereon. 

In the first place, I believe with the Coun. 
cil of Lateran that “the art of printing was 
invented for the glory of God and the ad. 
vancement of knowledge.” 


I hall the press, therefore, as a mighty 
power unto good. It holds the mirror up 
to nature, and throws a searchlight upon 
the lives and acts of men, which tends to 
the civilization and enlightenment of the 
age. 

It is unnecessary to Say that the press, 
like every good thing, is subject to abuse. 
But “abusus non ftollit usum" ¢.an old 
axiom of law and theology, which means 
that abuse does not destroy use. The re- 
ligionists of the day have much to say of 
the depravity of the secular press, and min- 
isters are too apt to indulge in extravagant 
denunciation of the dally newspapers of the 
age. The broadminded Leo XIII. alluded 
to these goody goody moralists tn his itn- 
struction to. Dom Gasquet to publish every- 
thing in the archives, whether favorable or 
unfavorable to ecclesiastics. 


Were the New Testament fo be written 
to-day, he added, ultra conservatives would 
suggest the concealment of the fall of Peter 
and the crime of Judas to avold scandal. 

In truth. the influence of the secular 
press “jipon the churches {s most salgtary. 
The ra@nters and fanatics of three centuries 
ago would to-day be laughed out of ex- 
istence through the power of the press, 
The sunlight of criticiern would penetrate 
the cieomy pst ty of latrociniums and

What of the Sunday paper? 

The Sunday paper is not only unobjees 
tionable, but, to my mind, a source of 
Sunday is primarily a 
day of rest and recreation for mind and 
body. To read the paper is not against 
the law. Nor is it against the spirit of 
the institution of the Sabbath. The puri- 
tanic observance of the Sabbath is a thing 
of the past. Its narrowness and frigidity 
have given way to a “reasonable service” 
of divine worship.

Rabbi Leon Harrison of Temple Israel discusse@ 
the subject in his characteristic manner: 


Ts theme on which my opinion ts de- 


sired is the relation of the newspaper 
to the religious mission of minister 
and church. What can the press do for 
the pulpit? What does it do for the pulpit? 

The instances of indiscriminate condemne- 
ation of our newspapers by ministers { 
cannot re-echo. The newspaper means 
universal publicity. It means that the edi- 
tor and his assistants speak in the ear of 
the whole world every day. They reveal; 
they preach; they also suggest. Like 
shrewd politicians, they half lead and half 
follow the public. The harm or help of 
their activities depends on what it is they 
reveal, teach or suggest. They are a great 
power, a gigantic influence for good or evil. 
Journalism is related to literature as pho- 
tography to art; it is petty realism. The 
open question remains in jours, as in 
romance, how far realism ought to go. 

There is a subterrapean world of scandal, 
rashness, immoralities and chronic vice 
The beastliness in man is, if not ineurable, 
at least uncured. Are we to ph¢pgraph 
everything? Is the taste of our public 
alone to restrain us? Is it true that a 
journal that ceases to be sober, clean, de- 
cent, will become bankrupt and moribund? 
I do not believe it. I trust, I think well of 
my fellow creatures, but I feel quite sure 
that the fastidiousness of the mob, of the 
hoi polloil, is not a nice enough sieve and 
test of vulgarity, filth and vice. Clever- 
ness can gild rubbish, and amuse while it 
degrades. 

In plain words, I say that a newspaper 
can be a purveyor of scandals, can be mor- 
ally leprous, a political demagogue, a jingo 
when jingolsm means national hysterics, 
and still be a finanelal success. The news- 
papers, like the government, aréyas good. 
and as bad as the people. The people make 
them and are made by them. 

Now there are good people and bad peo- 
ple, and newspapers accordingly are good 
and bad; and, keeping the proportion, the 
good are not the majority. The great moral 
force of the journal is that of the light left 
burning at night in deserted store and of- 
fice. It is a policeman, a detective, with 
sleepless eye, long arm and swift foot. 

Crime dreads the light. Only darkness s¢e- 
curely harbors beasts of prey. m 

The editorial columns influence somewhat. 
They dispense political and social morality, 
though of a crude kind. The American pub- 
lic cannot be readily induced to receive 
opinions ready-made. The fault may be tn 
lack of demand, but our average American 
“leaders’’ and utterances from the triped 
fall far below in dignity and weight of con- 
tent, the corresponding part of English and 
continental journals. 

The papers, even “yellow,” give salutagy 
publication to religious news, to the work 
of churches, to sermons and the like. Often 
they advertise a kind of preaching as saff- 
ron-hued as the worst scavenger of the 
press. But, on the whole, I think their tne 
fluence, their inclination and effect, are In 
the direction of religion, morality and the ° 
uplifting of men. 

I would refer finally to the educational 
field. To the Jews and presumably to efi- 
lightened non-Jews, education is an ally of 
religion, a support of rational religion and 
its best guarantee. Old Socrates declared 
that virtue meant knowledge, meant true 
insight and foresight. Now the newspaper 
has broadened into a teacher. Many of Its 
issues are magazines. They bring to the 
poor man's door the gist of the great fée- 
views. They herald the astonishments of 
science. They publish the arrival of sew 
planets into the Iiterary firmament, He

‘the St. Louis district, which was be- 

gun in Highland, Il, yesterday, and 
will be concluded to-day, has representa- 
tives from the eleven St. Louis societies and 
from Quincy, Rock Island, Highland, Cen- 
tralia and Mt. Olive, Ill., Little Rock, Ark., 
and Hermann and Washington, Mo. 

At least 1000 men and boys will participate 
in the sport, games and feats of skill and 
strength, and at least 2000 others will wit- 
ness the exercises. 

George Wittich, who is director of the 
exercises for the entire St. Louis district, 
has charge of the entertainment. He is 
also in charge of the physical culture and 
athletic exercises for the St. Louis public 
schools, and is teacher at the South St. 
Louls Turner Hall, at Tenth and Carroll 
streets. 

The object of the Turners is not to pro- 
duce circus performers and men and women 
who are proficient in only one of the ath- 
letic branches, but to so exercise the entire 
body as to produce nearly as perfect spec!- 
mens, physically, of men and women as it 
fs possible. 

There are no specialists amqng the Turn- 
ers. No man can attain high rank among 
them unless he is an all-around athlete, and 
perfection !n one branch to the neglect of 
another branch gets him nothing. Nearly 


er annual meeting of the Turners of 


all prizes are awarded for class work, and 
a high grade in one branch may more than 
be offset by the contestant’s inferiority in 
another, 

Among the classes that are competing for 
honors at Highland is the business men’s 
class. This consists of men between the ages 

‘of 3 and 70 years, There are more than 100 
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men in this class, and the men of mature 
years take as active an Interest in the af- 
fair as do the younger members. Individual 
work in this counts for naught, It is the 
class work that wins the prizes. 

The work for men in this class consists in 
Indian club drill and some other exercise of 
the class’ own choosing. For the contest 
with Indian clubs the classes from the vari- 
ous societies work side by side. Mr. Wittich, 
the director, is in the front, and the three 
judges are stationed where they can view 
the entire classes. Uniformity of movement, 
correct time, grace and style are all reck- 
oned, and the group from the same society 
doing the work in concert best receives the 
coveted diploma and laurel wreath. There 
are no money prizes. 

The other exercise of the class’ own choice 
may consist of a wand drill. This is exe- 
cuted with two wooden wands, each 16 feet 
long. Five men stand between the wands 
and grasp them with both hands. Then 
they execute a drill much the same as the

One of the interesting features is the 600 
yards relay race, Nine different societies 
have entered teams for this race. There 
are six men ina team. The course is 60 
yards straight away marked out with cords. 
Three teams contest at a time. The first 
three run 100 yards. Each man starts wiih 
a fiag. When he reaches the 100-yard mark 
he stops, handing his flag to the member of 
the class who succeeds him. This one car- 
ries it another 100 yards and hands it to 
another, who carries it the third hundred 
yards, and ‘so on until each of the six has

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carried it 100 yards. ‘The class making the 
best time is awarded the prize. 

Thus it will be seen that individual work 
is not encouraged. One weak runner may 
lose the race for five of the best. Thus it 
is that each member of the class is depend- 
ent in a measure on the success of his 
comrade and each one encourages the other. 
A number of the teams will make this run 
in 64 seconds. 

The individual work for young men con- 
sists of a series of six exercises, and the 
one who receives the prize must make the 
best average in all the feats. There fs an 
exercise on the horizontal bars, parallel 
bars, vaulting horse, hop. step and jump, 


putting the shot and 100-yard run. The in- 
dividual making the best average takes first 
prize. 


The second indiyidual group consists of 
three branches—pole vaulting, high broad 
jump and climbing rope by hand. Six St. 
Louls men made a wonderful high broad 
jump at the turnfest a year ago. They 
jumped 11 feet 6 inches, and at that dis- 
tance cleared a wand ata height of:-4 feet 
2 inches. 

The third group of individual work con- 
sists in the running broad jump and lifting 
the 8-pound weight. This weight is a big 
dumb-bell with an extra long shank. One 
member of ‘Mr. Wittich’s class can put the 
weight above his head 4 times without 
much exertion. The average man can ele- 
vate it 25 times and not strain himself.

She has demonstrated that a woman who 
can carry the keys of a large establishment, 
overlook servants, keep track of table and 
bed linen and supervise housework can 
wield forceps and the surgeon's knife and 
write prescriptions with the skill of a man. 

Dr. Fransia is still reaching out tn new 
fields to make herself proficient in her pro- 
fession, 

one Of the few successful exponents 
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of the science of healing by hypnotism. Her 
strong constitution and magnetic presence 
fortify her for such methods. She claims 
the ability to cure the alcohol and morphine 
victim by hypnotism. 

She has brown flufly hair, a fair complex- 
lon that is a stranger to powder, and heavy 
brows overshadowing keen gray-blue eyes.

“When {n the home of women who have 
been used to wealth and servants she re- 
ceives better treatment, better protection 
and though called servant, she is not a 
slave. To my mind there is no slavery so 
degrading to a woman's nature as working 
in places where she must sooney or later 
come under the attention or pa tisins of 
unscrupulous men, on whom she depends 
for her position. 

“The well-bred woman will see that a 
respectable girl working in her home is not 
subjected to disrespect from any source. 

“As domestics women have very few ex- 
penses. Most of their wages are clear 
money, and if a girl is not content to be 
ignorant and waste her time running around 
on days and evenings ‘off’ she can accom- 
plish more towards gaining an education 
than by working in a factory or store and 
paving board. 

“T recognize no aristocracy but the aris- 
tocracy of brains and honesty. The woman 
who can rise superior to all adversity and 
is willing to earn an honest dollar by any 
labor to enable her to enter a Dusinese or 
professional career is worthy the support 
and esteem of her sex. 

‘‘Young men are paying their way through 
college by doing any honest work their 
willing hands can find. Such men seldom 
fail to reach the goal of their ambition and 


I see no reason why women can not en- 
gage in honest toil for the same purpose. 

‘Such enterprise in woman is seldom met 
outside of college towns. In these places 
there are frequent instances of women 
studying law, medicine and commercial 
branches, and in the meantime supporting 
themselves by cooking, housework, sewing 
and teaching.”’ 

A MAGNETIC ISLAND. 
AILORS have long told tales of mag- 
S netic islands which lure ships on to 
wreck by affecting their compasses. 
At these accounts the scientists have 
scoffed. 

Scientists have in their time scoffed at

BEEN 
FORMED IN DETROIT, 


STRIKB of Detroit school teachers 

A may be the next new thing In labor 

circles. The teachers have formed a 

union and are determined to resist salary 

cutting and other evils of the profession to 
the last ditch. 

Inside of the Detroit School Board is an- 
other board called the Board of Estimates, 
[t figures out what things are going to cost 
and how they can be made to cost less. 

The members of the committee have an 
abiding conviction that school teachers 
come too high. They have been trimming 
off the tops of salaries quite cheerfully. 
There was a good prospect that before long 
there would be nothing left but the jobs. 

The teachers decided that something 
would have to be done to preserve the dig- 
nity of the profession. 

Profiting by their experience of two years 
ago, when their efforts to form a union 
were frustrated by the plutocratic School 
Board, they proceeded very quietly. Not 


until the signatures of 4530 teachers had 
been obtained was anything said publicly 
about it. 

The union was too big to be put down 
then, and the Board took out their dis- 
pleasure in harmless grumblings. 

The organization will consist of chapters 
or subdivisions of the general body, each 
to have a minimum membership of 15 and 
a governing council to consist of the pre- 
siding officer of the chapters. 

Chapters have been formed in 16 of the 
schools, and it is expected that most of the 
remaining 700 teachers will join. 

When they are not busy preventing wage 
cuts, the teachers expect to arrange dis- 
cussions of educational subjects and 
courses of lectures. They even hope that 
some day they may have a clubhouse.

YOUNG REPUBLICANS CLAIM 
THEY ARE NOT GIVEN: 
A CHANCE. 


CITY HALL FILLED WITH AGE. 


Representative” Old Gentlemen Who | 
Have Been Honored by Their 
Political Party. 


“T don’t see how or why the Republican 
party holds itself together so tenaciously 
in St. Louis,” gaid a young politician who 
had finished a round of the offices in the 
new City Hall, 3 

“The voting strength of the Republicans 
in St. Louis, or seven-tenths of it,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘comes from young men on the vig- 
orous side of 40 years, yet there is scarcely 
a head of department in the city govern- 
ment, and all of the principal ones, but what 
is presided over by a hoary-headed chief, 
who is beginning to look wearily back on 
his threescore years. ' 

“It is u.ue that in the main their clerks 
are voung men, but the point I have in mind 
ie: Why is it that there are not young men 
between 30 and 45 who have not made 
enough reputation and gathered sufficient 
popular strength to aspire to and be elected 
to some of these high-salaried and respon- 
sible offices. ‘There is not one on the Re- 
publican side, and that’s why I can’t under- 
stand how the Republicans lord it so over 
the Democrats, who always give the young 
men such fine opportunities. 

‘The Democrats were successful with D. 
R. Francis, who was a mere youth in com- 
parison to his competitor, and so they were 
with Noonan, but since their day the young 
man had had to take a back seat in St. 
Louis office-holding. I know there was a 
hue and cry for Walbridge as the young 
man’s candidate, but it was a misfit. Wal- 
bridge was a war veteran and past 50 when 
he was elected. 

“Chauncey I. Filley saw the necessity of 
infusing the last municipal ticket wth 
young blood, but the old stagers in politics 
knocked his plans silly and Charles Wen- 
neker, who is nearer 50 than 40 years, was 
man he could land. And 
what is true in St. Louis is true the country 
over as to preferences for young men by 
the Democrats and old ones by the Republi- 
cane.” , 

The roster of City Hall chiefs from the 
(Mayor down verifies what the disappointed 
young Republican politician said. To begin 
with, the Mayor is a veteran of the Civil 
War, and be is the youngest of the execu- 
tive officers. He does not look it, but he 
is nearer 60 than 50 years. 

Isaac H. Sturgeon, the Comptroller, 
heads the list with his threescore and 
sixteen years, but he bears them well. 

Then comes Auditor Isaac M. Mason, 67 
and newly married, spry as he was when 
he skipped the deck of a Mississippi River 
boat a third of a century ago. 

The Treasurer, Charles Scudder, only falls 
five years short of the Auditor, while Pres- 
ident McMath of the Board of Public .Im- 
provements has also leaped the threescore 
fence, and Secretary Emory Foster of the 
Board is 59. So are Harbor Commissioner 
Stone and Park Commissioner Ridgley. 
The aggregate ages of these leading officials 
is 499 years, or an average of more than 
55 years. 

All of which, the young Republican 
argues, goes to show that the rank and file 
of his party has more respect for age and 
mature counsel than Democrats have.

After a brief but meteoric existence 
the Chain of Rocks School has been closed 
because the family which gave it six of its 
ten scholars moved away, and St. Louis 
has doubtless lost the last village school 
it will ever have. 

Several months ago the School Board de- 
cided that the residents in the vicinity of 
the waterworks needed a school. They 
lived within the city limits, but were four 
miles from any street cars, and even 
though they were nearer many of the’ 
families are too poor to pay car fare. And 
it was for that reason the school was 
opened. 

But from the first there was continual 
disturbance. It began when the teacher re- 
fused to let the neighbors get water from 
the well which is in the school yard. The 
water from it is particularly clear and 
pure, and there was no apparent reason 
for the pedagogue’s refusal, although he 
said the neighbors annoyed his reading- 
class by rattling the well chain.

EDOUARD REMENYI. 
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Odd and Charming Reminiscences of 
the Life of the Liszt of the Violin. 
Lives there an artist or a lover of music 

who has ever heard Edouard Remenyi play 
the violin whose heart etrings will not be 
touched deeply on hearing of his sudden and 
unexpected death at the close of a concert 
in San Francisco? 

The call came just as he had finished his 
last number, falling towards the footlights 
and before a vast audience, holding in his 
grasp his time-honored “stradivarius’’ still 
warm with the touch of his poetic genius 
and his inspired bow reverberating with 
emotion and splendor. 

Yes, he has fallen and he has gone from 
us forever. His glorious soul took its flight 
heavenward through the golden gates of 
that far off city whence he had go often set 
sail for the, green isles in the blue waters 
of the peaceful Pacific. Could it be he let 
fall his mantle as his soul winged its flight 
heavenward? Will the like of him ever be 
—_ again on earth? I hardly believe it will 

e so. 

This genius was born in Miskole, in Hun- 
gary, 64 years ago. His master on the 
violin was one Joseph Bohan of the Vienna 
Conservatory, the same who instructed 
Joseph Joachim. He commenced his artis- 
tic studies at a very early age, but an 
uprising in Hungary caused him to enlist 
as a soldier. He was so valiant in battle 
that he was often arrested by his officers 
(who knew of his worth as a musician) in 
order to save his life. 

It at last became necessary for him to fly 
from his native country, in onmier to keep 
fron being thrown into prison, and he 
fled to England. There he played for the 
Queen and she was so pleased with him 
that she made him her “soloist.” He was 
then made one of her household, and he 
often related to his most Intimate friends 
many entertaining stories of his life and ex- 
perience at Buckingham Palace. 

After a few years in London he returned 
to his native country under an amnesty 
and received similar honors from the Em. 
peror of Austria. After that he went again 
to London and there plaged at the prome- 
nade concerts at the Covent Garden Thea- 
ter. From thence he went to Paris. where 
he distinguished himself as a violinist.

SWEARING GEN. NELSON. 


Luridity of Man Who Helped to Save 
Kentucky. 
From the New York Sun. 
Among the noted Kentucklans who, by 
their prompt, patr'otio action, prevented 
their Staie f-om jsining the se ‘essicn incve- 


ment in 1861, was Gen. Nelson. He was a 
giant in stature and almost a Aend in tem- 
per. His meteoric military career, his -urid 
speech and his tragical deatn made bis 
name for a time familiar to the ¢enure 
country. 

When Gen, Bragg uniewto>.« his retro- 
grade movement toward the Ohio Hiver in 
the summer of 1862, thereby compelling 
Gen. Buell to fall back frum Middle Jen- 
nessee and begin the mem?'ane race :f 
the contending armies for Louisville, a :ace 
which culminated in the UYaioa victory at 
Phillipsburg, Gen, Nelson was placed in 
command of the district surrounding Nash- 
ville, with instructions to concentrite the 
scattered Union troops ‘n the vicinity ani 
hold that important center of milita'y op- 
erations. 

“It was at Murfreesboro, about 40 miles 
southeast of Nashville,” said a veteran, 
“that I first met Nelson. The cavalry regi- 
ment of which I was then lieutenant colonel 
was d.rected to report to him there with- 
out delay, and on a hot July day, as we 
neared that town, I was sent forward to 
announces our arrival. I found the head- 
quarters in a house facing the public 
square, and, making my business known to 
the adjutant general, he proceeded to no- 
tify Nelson, who was in an inner room. In 
a few moments the Genera] appeared, clad 
only in white duck trousers, white shirt 
and slippers, towering over six feet in 
height and weighing certainly. more than 
20 pounds. I made my report and he asked 
me about the roads. Among others, I 
pointed out a road which skirted the west- 
ern base of the Cumberland Mountains; 
and remarked: 

“*This is the .road Morgan and other 
guerrilias usually follow in thelr raids into 
Northern Tennessee and Kentucky. The 
people along it are in sympathy with the 
rebels, and are always ready to give in- 
formation to them which they withhold 
from us.’ 

m5 ‘That is a blank, blank He!’ 

I was startled. I stepped back from the 
map, but before I had time to collect my- 
self and speak he continued: 

I’m a Kentuckian and I know the peo- 
ple of Kentucky. They are as level ae 
any in the Union.’ 

[ made no reply, and seeing that I con- 
sidered the interview ende he glared 
down at me for a moment, and then aston- 
ished me still more by asking: 

in ‘Do you ever drink?’ 

“I confessed to a weakness itn that re- 
spect, and he called to sdme one in the 
inner room. A negro appeared and the 
command was given to bring in the deeni- 
john.’ It was brought, placed on the mar- 
ble and the servant picked up a water 
pitcher and disappeared. The General 
poured out a drink, I did the same and 
stood waiting. 

"What the blank and blank 
waiting for?’ he exclaimed. 

“For the water,’ I answered. 

***How long have you been in the army? 

** *Since the beginning of the war.’ 

“Well, you had better resign and go 
home. A man who has been in the army 
that long and can’t drink whisky without 
water is blank poor stuff for a soldier.’ 

“The water came, the whisky was prop- 
erly disposed of, and I was ready to de- 
part when he still further astonished me 
by placing his hand on my shoulder and 
saying: 

“*Young man, we shall probably meet 
frequently in the future, and you must 
not take offense at my language and man- 
ner.’ 

“Our regiment was sent to an outpost six 
or seven miles away. Late one evening an 
order was received to report immediately 
in the town. We accordingly started. The 
Pree mistook us for the enemy, and by 
he time we reached town a brigade had 
turned out to resist the supposed night at- 
tack. I explained to the commanding offi- 
cer the cause of the alarm, and the dense 
column of Infantry and artillery was halted. 
Then down the crowded street the bull of 
Bashan roared; Nelson was working his 
way through the ranks to the front. 

“What the blank and blank is the col- 
umn halted for? Where is 
command? Why don’t some blank report 
the cause of the alarm”’ 

“Here he got within hailing distance of the 
brigade commander, who explained the eitu- 
ation, adding that an officer of the advanc- 
ing cavalry was then with him. 

‘ ‘Why the blank don't h@come and report 
to me” exclaimed the General. 

“It worked my way through the crowded 
ranks and waa soon tn his immediate pres- 
ence, when I announced myself to him. 

“On, it’s u, is it? Why the blank 
d'dn’t you Kill some of those cowardly pick- 
ets? neral, order the troops to their quar- 
ters, and see that the icket guard is pun- 
ished for this false alarm. Colonel, have 
your regiment halted here for the night, 
and report te me in the morning and have 
a drink.’ 

“Several times after this I encountered 
Gen. Nelson, and {n every instance, whether 
in camp or on a march, his invitation was 
repeated. I never saw him intoxicated, and 
do not for one moment believe that, while 
on duty, he indulged to excess. The one 
objectionable characteristic of the man was 
his language. Thies apparently he could not 
control, Hig outbursts were dreaded by 
those -brought tm contact with him, and 
sometimes were resented. 

“One night the cavairy attached to his 
command was ordered on an inexplicable 
expedition. It was under the command of 
Col. Harlan of Kentucky, the ranking of- 
ficer. and was followed by infantry and ar- 
tillery, with which was Nelson himaelf. As 
the night advanced rain set In, and 
darkness became Egyptian in its impene- 
trableness. Teyers Tae Be ae 
became helplessly tan up and was com- 
: . Irnen ‘from the rear came

** ‘Here I am, Gen. Nelson,’ called out the 
Colonel, as he tried to force his way toward 
the voice, and, as he approached it, he 
added: ‘You must not use such language 
in addressing me sir. I am a Kentucky 
gentleman as well as yourself, and in giving 
ip nay to me you must address me accord- 

ngly.’ 

“Gen, Nelson muttered something in re- 
ply or apology; the impossibility of pro- 
ceeding in the darkness was stated, and 
we were directed to remain where we 
were until daylight. 

“Instances similar to this might be mul- 
tiplied, but they would only be slightly 
varied repetitions. Nelson continued his 
vituperations and denunciations on all oc- 
casions until the climax came in the Galt 
House in Louisville, when Gen. Jeff C. 
Dav.s shot him mortally in resentment at 
a most gross personal and public insult.” 

That Nelson mg ter in others the 
bold language he habitually used is dem- 
onstrated by a story he himself told with 
every evidence of enjoyment. He com- 
manded the advance division of Buell’s 
army, which so opportunely arrived to re- 
inforce Gen. Grant. at Pittsburg Landing. 
While hurrying @Morward to reach that 
destination he gave orders that no soldier 
should, under any pretext, be permitted to 
ride on the army wagons. 

“One day,” he said, “I stopped at a 
planter’s house beside the road to get a 
drink of buttermilk, and sat down on the 
porch to rest a few minutes. A train of 
wagons was passing, and perched on tne 
top of one, with his musket across his 
legs, rode a soldier—a mere boy—in open 
violation of orders. I arose as the wagon 
drew opposite me, put my hand on my re- 
volver, and called out: 

* ‘Get down Chars, you blank, or I'll put 
a bullet through you.’ 

‘And what do you think the blank lt- 
tle whiffet did? He deliberately raised his 
musket, drew a bead on me, and sang 


ut: 

“<‘Try it, blank you!’ ”’ 

“What did you do, General?” was asked. 

“Do, what could I do but let the boy 
ride on. Think of it, a mere lad with nerve 
enough to defy and threaten a General. 
Why, if I had raised my pistol the blank 
little whiffet would have ghot me sure as 
thunder.’”’

In her own 
person she emphas'‘zes the truth that success in this 
country is not a question of age or conditions. 

Barely more than four years have parsed since she 
made her first appearance on the stage at the Cas no— 
a tiny, fragile, wispy iittle creature, with a frightened, 
Pale face and a grace that gave a sigrticance and 
meaning to every movement. 


She. fluttered on to the stage, she dashed here and 
there with all the naive abandon of a tiny sprite or elf 
of the woods, and she won her audience from that mo- 
ment. 

Little Adelaide confesses to sixteen years. Four 
years of encores, of the wings, of the dressing-room, 
of travelling from town to town, have robbed her of 


all the early childish freshness and beauty that made 
her so attractive. Four years to her has been as ten 
in the lives of happier children. She is now a star 
dancer of experience, graceful, quick and clever, and 
she probably commands a larger salary than any one 
else in her line of work, with perhaps one exception. 

Yet she confesses that she does not know just how 
she arrived at her present position. 

“Il can remember as a child dancing on the side- 
walks of Troy."’ she says. “I can remember people 
stopping In the street to look at me 
about the plano-organs and calling me ‘the child sprite. 

‘“I-remember going to the dancing-school, and it was 
there that the first suggestion was made that | 
should take to the stage. | forget who it was, prob- 
ably one of the teachers.

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Parisian bit of pink and white dollydom, which stares at you with big, blue eyes from under a mass 
of fluffy, golden curls, and the genuine rag-baby, with shoe-buttons for eyes on its dingy cotton face, 
as there is between a Fifth avenue grande dame and a waif from the east side. 

Go into any toy shop and look at the assortment of dolls displayed on the shelves. You will not find 
every kind of a doll there, for some of the most interesting ones are of home manufacture, but you will 
discover a variety in kinds, shapes, colors and prices which will quite bewilder you 

First in importance as well as highest in price is the genuine French article—sometimes made in France, 
scmetimes not. This young person has naturally curly red hair,,not flax, be it understood. The eyes open 
and shut, of course. The complexion is of wax and beautifully tinted. Sometimes Miss Dolly is a blonde, 
occasionally a brunette. Her joints are all flexible. Often she says several words besides ‘“‘Papa”’ and 
‘‘Mamma,”’ and she has been known to take several steps if wound up. 

Her size varies from a height equalling that of her three-year-old mistress to the length of her small 
owner’s dainty foot. She has a wardrobe wonderful to behold and adding materially to her value. La 
Poupee from Paris costs sometimes $100. She is not loved a whit the more by her little owner, however, 
than is the rubber dolly, which Baby regards as her choicest possession. 

The rubber individual is so soft and iridestructible that Baby can chew on it to her heart’s content and 
yet the doll smiles just as sweetly. 

Another indestructible kind of doll is one made of a composition which defies the hammer. Baby can 
sling this plaything at all the tables and chairs without the pleasure of seeing it crumble to pieces. The 
eyes will not poke out, either, though Baby’s big brother has conscientiously done his very best to make 
them.
